Research hits snags as funds for staff evaporate

One of the most widely-used North Ameri¬ 
can-made home pesticides, methoxychlor. 
has been found to contain significant 
amounts of chlorotrianisene. a powerful fe 
male hormone. 

The discovery, spearheaded by Drs. Reg 
Mitchell and Paul West, lecturer-re 
searchers in the University of Victoria chem¬ 
istry department, indicates that methox 
ychlor could have “striking similarities” to 
the now-banned DDT family in its long-term 
effect on the environment. 

DDT was banned in North America in the 
late 1960s partly because of its estrogenic 
effects on the food chain. 

The alarm was raised when it was found 
thaj DDT caused birds to lay eggs with thin 


shells and was causing abortions in sea 
mammals through interference with their 
reproductive cycles. DDT and its derivatives 
were also found in high concentrations in 
mothers’ milk. 

“Methoxychlor was supposed to have 
much less effect on the environment. How¬ 
ever it contains an even more potent estrogen 
than DDT as an impurity.” the two said in 
an interview Tuesday. 

They added, however, that chlorotriani¬ 
sene (known also as CTA or TACE), the 
methoxychlor byproduct to which they were 
referring, is not as persistent as the break¬ 
down product*that caused DDT to be 
banned. 

But it is far more persistent than a chemi¬ 
cal cousin, dielhylstilbestrol (DES). another 
hormone whose wide use in cattle was re¬ 
cently banned because of adverse side-ef¬ 
fects Methoxychlor is still widely used in 
pest control for cattle. t 


DES is retained in the system for about two 
days, while chlorotrianisene remains in 
the body fat for between 18 and 50 days. 

CTA is present in North American-made 
methoxychlor at a concentration of about 
100 parts per million. 

In other words, a person would have to 
ingest about half a pound of concentrated 
methoxychlor to receive a clinical dose of the 
hormone, which is used in treatment of 
cancer of the prostate and inhibiting lacta¬ 
tion in women. 

Mitchell and West said they weren’t con¬ 
cerned that someone might ingest half a 
pound of methoxychlor and find their hor¬ 
mones in imbalance. 

However, the two expressed concern for 
the long-term effect on the environment that 
methoxychor poses, and they suggested 


that environmental protection agencies and 
biologists should begin research into that 
aspect of the pesticide. 

“We re not saying it should be banned, but 
that we ought to have our eyes open when 
we use it. 

it’s interesting to note that methoxychlor 
has been patented since 1949. but no one 
has noticed these side-effects until now,’’ the 
two scientists said.

"Perhaps it’s because our chemical fltstWi- 
mentation has dramatically improved in ihe 
past few years." 

Most of the methoxychlor sold in North 
America is manufactured by Du Pont, and 
sold to various other chemical companies 
w hich dilute it to concentrations of as little as 
four percent methoxychlor. depending on the 
purpose to which it is to be put.

New dual role

Premier Bennett was sworn in Tuesday as minis¬ 
ter of energy, transport and communications. 

After taking his oaths of office, he said he would 
hold the portfolio temporarily because he did not 
believe in dual portfolios. 

The move by the premier to fill the gap created by 
the firing of Jack Davis Monday was not without 
precedent. When Phil Gaglardi was removed as 
highways minister in 1968. W. A. C. Bennett took over 
temporarily until a cabinet shuffle could be com¬ 
pleted. 

Bennett said he would remain as minister until 
I he ministry’s estimates had been taken through the 
house, but gave no indication as to when he would 
appoint a successor to Davis. 

Finance Minister Evan Wolfe will take Davis’ 
position on the board of directors of B5C. Hydro, and 
Recreation and Conservation Minister Sam Bawlf will 
pick up the deposed minister’s harbor board duties. 

While Bennett declined to place a time limit on his 
dual portfolio, he will probably hold both administra¬ 
tions until the end of the current session when a 
cabinet shuffle involving at least half a dozen minis¬ 
tries is expected.

Dollar dive ‘rational’ 
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OTTAWA (CP) — Finance 
Minister Jean Chretien said 
Tuesday the government is 
continuing its policy of allow 
ing the Canadian dollar to 
float internationally while in 
tervening to ensure that the 
process is "rational.". 

Chretien, replying tu ques¬ 
tions in the Commons about 
Monday's increase in the 
Bank of Canada's rate to 8.5 
per cent from eight per cent, 
also charged that Opposition 
party comments were lead¬ 
ing to speculation against the 
dollar in world money mar¬ 
kets. 

Opposition critics had said 
the government s handling of 


the currency situation— 
which has seen the dollar fall 
to a 45-year low this week— 
was Inept. 

The dollar continued to 
come under heavy pressure 
on New York money markets 
Tuesday and hit yet another 
45-year-low, despite the Bank 
of Canada increasing its rale. 

At the close of what dealers 
described as an "extremely 
hectic" trading session in the 
interbank wholesale market, 
the dollar closed at 87.70 U.S. 
cents, down nearly a-quar- 
ter-of-a-cent from Monday's 
price of 87.97 U.S. cents. 

It was the second day in a 


row the dollar closed below 88 
U.S. cents, its lowest level 
since May, 1033. when it trad¬ 
ed at 86.77 U.S. cents. 

A few speculators "having 
a bit of sport with the Cana 
dian dollar" were responsible 
fob 25 per cent of its drop in 
value this year, said Conser¬ 
vative finance critic Sinclair 
Stevens. 

He accused Chretien of 
doing a flip-flop on the 
issue—claiming last month 
that speculators were not in¬ 
terfering with the value of 
. ihe dollar, then deciding this 
week it would be convenient 
to blame them.

$20,000 or $50,000 ." 

“It makes no damn differ 
ence." said Morris, who is 
paid $40,(MM) a year as presi¬ 
dent. 

“1 am leaving. I know that, 
but wages never meant any 
goddamn bit to me no matter 
what they were and I spent 
all my life in this business." 


Hey, Manx! 
It’s a party 

ISLE OF MAN, England (AP) — The government 
of this island, best known abroad for its bob-tailed 
Manx cats, is seeking up’ to a million Manx descen 
dants—the two-legged kind—for a 1.000th anniversary 
celebration. 

Operation Roots, as the Manx call the project, is 
part of celebrations to mark the 1.000th anniversary 
next year of the founding of the Tynwald, the island’s 
24-member parliament. 

The Tynwald is one of the world’s oldest legisla¬ 
tures. It was founded by the Vikings and still makes 
local laws for the 610-square-kilometre island of 60.(KM) 
inhabitants off the west coast of Britain 

Edgar Cottier, a government organizer for the 
celebrations, said: “We estimate there are one million 
people of Manx descent living in North America. 
Australia, New Zealand, southern Africa and Britain.”

Morris threw up his hands

The congress also voted to 
increase the salaries of the 
secretary treasurer and the 
twra executive riee-prew- 
dents. 

Dues of the 2.3 million 
member congress went up to 
25 cents per capita from 20 
cents.

(Du Pont, contacted by 
West in 1974 about the UVic 
findings on methoxychlor. 
which at that stage hadn't 
reached thediscovery of CTA. 
replied; "As the original disc¬ 
overers of methoxychlor we 
have been studying its them 
istry in commercial produc¬ 
tion since the late 1940s We 
are. we believe, reasonably 
well aware of the nature of 
impurities which are likely to 
occur in the manufacturing 
process which we employ .") 

For garden use. the pesti¬ 
cide is normally carried in a 
solvent at aboui a 50 per cent 
concentration. 

Commonly-sold commer 
cial brands suggest it is safe 
to apply within a few days of 
harvesting a home garden 
crop, but that it is mildly toxic 
to bees. 

“I wouldn't dust my cat 
with it," West said when 
asked~what kind of a hazard 
the pesticide posed, "but I 
would spray my fruit trees 
"You mighi end up with a 
pretty placid tomcat " 

Their findings into CTA 
were first presented last 
month at a Canadian federal 
food and drug health protec 
tion branch seminar in Van¬ 
couver and are scheduled to 
be given an airing at the In 
ternational Union of Pure and 
Applied Chemistry’s sympo 
sium on pesticides in Switzer 
land this summer 
Earlier research by the 
two. conducted with the help 
of students hired under the 
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provincial government's 
summer student employment 
program and the National Re¬ 
search Council, has shown 
methoxychlor to contain 
other impurities known to 
cause mutations in bacteria 
making them possible can¬ 
cer-causing agents. 

A paper on their earlier 
research was published in 
Mutation Research, but it is 
not known whether other sci¬ 
entists are studying this as¬ 
pect of the pesticide. 

The two added that the man 
ufacturer could remove the 
impurities in methoxychlor 
by recrystallization (which is 
how they first discovered 
them) or by using a different 
process in its manufacture. 

A French process, using 
concentrated sulphuric acid 
instead of aluminium trich 
loride as a catalyst, would 
prevent heavier molecular 
compounds being formed in 
the reaction between the two 
ingredients, anisole and chlo¬ 
ral (Incidentally, Du Pont 
holds the North American pa 
tent on this process.) 

"Both of these alternatives 
would, however, cost the 
manufacturers money, and 
they probably wouldn't like 
that.” 

Mitchell and West, whose 
collaboration in making and 
elaborating on the initial dis¬ 
covery they describe as a 
"beautiful partnership.” sus¬

even more-hazardous com¬ 
pounds produced by the de¬ 
composition of methoxychlor 
and its impurities under 
home-use conditions. 

Unfortunately, owing to the 
provincial government’s dith¬ 
ering over funds for hiring 
graduate students for univer¬ 
sity projects this summer, it 
appears the research may 
have to wait. Mitchell said the 
U.S. Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency had expressed 
interest in their research and 
might be approached for fin¬ 
ancing. 

The discovery of highly- 
reactive byproducts in meth¬ 
oxychlor was almost an acci¬ 
dent. In 1973. in an attempt to 
make chemistry courses 
more relevant to undergradu¬ 
ate students. Mitchell gave 
them methoxychlor to study 
rather than one of the stan¬ 
dard textbook compounds. 

“Treatment of commercial 
methoxychlor with bromine 
in acetic acid gave an imme¬ 
diate deep blue color which 
suggested a reactive impurity 
was present.” Mitchell said. 

The two have been on the 
trail of several families ol 
chemicals in the impurities 
ever since. 

"Thestuff might be labelled 
99 per cent pure, but it's the 
one per cent that could do 
you in." Mitchell said, recall¬ 
ing that in the case of the 
herbicides 2,4-D and 2,4,5-T, a 
byproduct called dioxin can 
cause havoc with cellular 
structure and genetics in con¬ 
centrations of less than one 
part per billion. 


Chretien said it is always 
possible some money traders 
may be speculating against 
the Canadian dollar.

Cyclone rakes Australia 


PERTH.-Australia (AP) — 
A tropical cyclone tore 
across the southwestern tip of 
Australia on Tuesday, killing 
at least five persons and set¬ 
ting off brush fires that des¬ 
troyed two towns. 

Officials in Western Aus¬ 
tralia said the storm, with 
winds gusting up to 120 kilo¬ 


metres an hour, was the 
worst natural disaster ever to 
hit Australia's largest state. 

Authorities said the dead 
included a man crushed by a 
'bulldozer while fighting a 
brush fire and a woman killed 
by a falling tree. 

Two towns about 250 kilo 
metres south of Perth, on

Australia's west coast, were 
wiped out by fires kindled by 
the storm and a third was 
reported ringed by flames. 
There were no reports of ca¬ 
sualties. 

Officials said the storm cut 
a 480-kilometre path of de¬ 
struction from Perth south 
ward, knocking out electric 
power and damaging hun 
dreds of buildings. 

There were no Immediate 
damage estimates, but offi¬ 
cials said they expected the 
cost to be in the millions of 
dollars. 

Weather service officials 
said the storm was the taH- 
end of Cyclone Alby. which 
had sat stationary off the 


coast for three days before 
moving inland. 

While off the coast. It gen¬ 
erated hood tides that inun¬ 
dated three coastal towns 
about 145 kilometres south of 
Perth.

NICOSIA (AP) — A Cyprus 
court has sentenced two Pa¬ 
lestinians to be hanged for 
the assassination of a promi¬ 
nent Egyptian newspaper 
editor that led to a bloody gun 
battle between Cypriot troops 
and Egyptian commandos. 

The three-judge tribunal 
announced Tuesday the con¬ 
viction of Samir Mohammed 
Khadar. 28. and Zayed Hus¬ 
sein al-Ali, 26. of premeditat¬ 
ed murder and set their exe¬ 
cution for June 1. 

Defence counsel Lefcos 
Clerides said he will appeal, 
arguing that the death sen¬ 
tence has not been carried 
out on Cyprus for 10 years 
and therefore has been abo¬ 
lished "de facto." 

The judicial process was 
completed rapidly in an ap¬ 
parent attempt to mollify 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat. He broke diplomatic 
relations with Cyprus after 
the Feb. 18 assassination of 
his close friend and confi¬ 


dant. Youssef el-Sebaei. and 
the deaths of 15 Egyptian 
commandos in the shootout at 
Cyprus's Lamaca Airport the 
next day where the two Pa 
lestinians held hostages in a 
plane. 

Presiding Judge Demetra- 
kis Demetriades said in ex¬ 
plaining the verdict that 
there “is no room for doubt 
in our minds the two accused 
killed Sebaei in the execution 
of their well-prepared and 
preconceived plan." 

The motive, the court 
found, was the defendants' 
belief that “Sebaei harmed 
the Palestinian cause." 

The 60-year-old Sebaei was 
editor-in-chief of Egypt's au 
thoritative A1 Ahram news¬ 
paper and had accompan¬ 
ied Sadat on his visit to 
Jerusalem in November. The 
visit was followed by threats 
from radical Palestinians to 
assassinate Sadat and all 
those who supported his 
peace initiative with Israel.

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Keeping the law 
mysterious 

WHEN LAWYERS argue, it sometimes takes 
another lawyer to explain what it's all about — if 
anybody cares. 

But in the case of Victor Stephens vs the 
Law Society of British Columbia, perhaps we 
should care. Perhaps it’s a case which really 
involves all of us. 

Victor Stephens stood accused by his peers 
of advertising! (Fear not. Conviction doesn't 
carry the death penalty). 

He has just been found guilty in some sort of 
trial by his colleagues in the profession and he 
has had his wrist slapped. He is not taking his 
punishment at all quietly. 

The Law Society, which serves as the law¬ 
yers’ union, has long decreed that lawyers shall 
not advertise. It’s for our benefit, of course. That 
way we ate protected from shyster lawyers who 
might use questionable promotions to lure more 
business their way. 

It has always seemed strange that the 
legal profession is quite willing to leave us to the 
tender mercies of the advertisers — on any 
subject but the law. 

Now, Stephens wasn’t actually advertising 
his legal services when he was contemplating a 
different kind of legal aid clinic in Vancouver a 
year ago. He had what he thought was a better 
idea and when reporters started asking ques¬ 
tions, he told them about it. 

His idea was a legal practice which helped 
you solve some problems, matters such as 
divorce, estate issues and setting up companies, 
by doing some of the paper work and leg work 
yourself. It was a concept which would trim your 
legal costs, a sort of do-it-yourself with expert 
help approach. 

Simple folk that we are, Stephens' plan 
sounds like a rather good idea. No it's not. says 
Jack Giles, counsel for the Law Society. Public 
discussion of this so-called storefront law office 
idea was not in the public interest, not in the 
interest of the legal profession either. 

And why not? Because Stephens’ actions, all 
this public chatter about a self-help legal con¬ 
cept, tended to lower public esteem for lawyers, 
we are told. 

Really? 

Stephens has done, of course, what any 
red-blooded lawyer would do under the circum¬ 
stances — taken the matter one step deeper into 
the mysterious jungle of legalities, the trackless 
wastes of legal tomes and torts. He will ask for a 
Combines Act investigation of the Law Society. 

As for the Law Society, it should be satisfied 
u ith the grim fate which has overtaken its 
maverick member. For his sins, he is now sitting 
in the legislature as the new member for Oak 
Bay, having to listen to the Throne Speech 
debate. 


Durable legacy 

EVERYBODY WANTS to leave something for 
their children. We’re leaving plastic — and not 
just for our children but their children and their 
children’s children. 

It takes hundreds of years for discarded 
plastic spoons, forks, straws and containers to 
decompose. The styrofoam platter cuddling your 
Quarter Pounder is going to outlive you. 

Judd Buchanan, federal minister of state for 
science and technology, was in Vancouver re¬ 
cently to address a workshop sponsored by the 
Recycling Council of B.C. 

Laws to control packaging would reduce 
such benefits as product protection or freshness, 
advertising or attractiveness, he said. The gov¬ 
ernment hopes business and industry will control 
flagrant waste of resources. 

That’s some hope, as long as the indestruct- 
able plastic package is cheapest. 

Goodness knows, with government intruding 
often enough where we could do without it, 
we hesitate to urge it to move in again. But 
we won’t get out from under this blanket of 
plastic until industry has the incentive — or 
instructions — to produce packages which col¬ 
lapse in the garbage pile 

Meanwhile, don’t hold your breath for Judd 
Buchanan and his cabinet colleagues to spring 
into action. Asked if his ministry is recycling, he 
said he "thinks” his department and several 
others save paper. 


War in the Horn: phase two coming up 


LONDOJts 5 .lt Moscow has any influ¬ 
ence at all in'Addis Ababa, then the 
victorious Ethiopian army will not pur¬ 
sue the shattered Somali forces across 
the border into Somalia itself, Five hun¬ 
dred Soviet tanks, a hundrcuMiG com¬ 
bat aircraft and a “foreign legion" ok 
11.000 Cuban troops can buy a great deal 
of influence with a shaky military gov¬ 
ernment which is fighting for survival 
on several fronts. The Ethiopian re¬ 
gime, therefore, probably will take Mo¬ 
scow’s advice. 

The Russians have several excellent 
reasons for telling the Ethiopians to stop 
at the Somali frontier. If they crossed it, 
they would at last release the flood of 
Western weapons which has been de 
•tied to Somalia up to now. They might 
also be faced by a well-equipped Iranian 
expeditionary force coming to Magadi 
shu’s defence. 

Above ail, however, an Ethiopian 
Invasion of Somalia, with Soviet and 
Cuban assistance, would at last arouse 
African anxieties about Russian inten¬ 
tions in the continent. So long as Mo 
scow is merely helping Ethiopia to re 
cover part of its national territory that 
has been seized by a neighbor, it is 
acting within the limits of African toler 
ation for foreign intervention. To help 
Ethiopia to seize someone else’s terri¬ 
tory would overstep that line. 

That is precisely the line that thp 


U.S. has been so careful not to cross 
during tlfe past eight months. Washing¬ 
ton had to watch helplessly as the 
Soviets built up a strong position in 
Ethiopia. It was tempting to accept the 
Somali argument of self-determination: 
that the lands they had seized from 
Ethiopia in the Ogaden region were 
exclusively populated by Somali-speak 
ing peoples who wanted unity with the 
motherland. Especially since it was 
true. 

Unfortunately, being true is not good 
enough. The Somali claim ran counter 
to the prime rule of the Organization of 
African Unity (OAU): that no changes 
are permitted in Africa’s existing bur 
defs for any reason. Since almost every 
African country contains minorities 
who might seek either independence or 
union with a neighbor, they all cling 
desperately to this principle and were 
unanimous in opposing Somalia's claim. 

The U.S. and the major Western 
European powers, therefore, were quite 
right in refusing to supply Somalia with 
arms so long as it occupied Ethiopian 
territory. The attitude of 50 African 
nations is far more important than the 
rise of Soviet influence in Ethiopia, or 
the friendship or even the survival of the 
Marxist Somali regime. 

Now that the Somalis have evacuat 
cd all Ethiopian territory, however, the

Arms sales worries stirred 
by Japanese businessmen 


TOKYO — After enduring 
five years of nerve-wracking 
economic recession, Japa 
nese business is ready to 
clutch at any straw. But what 
they are seeking to grasp 
right now could easily turn 
out to be a live electric wire 
in disguise. 

For the business commun¬ 
ity has decided to renew 
pressure on the government 
for more freedom in the ex¬ 
port of military equipment. It 
is a highly emotional issue 
that is closely related to 
Japan’s general nervousness 
about anything military. 

The Japan Chamber of 
Commerce and the powerful 
Federation of Economic Or¬ 
ganizations (Keidanren) are 
co-ordinating a joint ap 
proach to the government for 
a more relaxed application of 
its restrictions on arms ex¬ 
ports that effectively amount 
to a total ban. 

The president of the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, steelman 
Shlgeo Nagano, revealed this 
only a day after the highly 
respected president of Kei¬ 
danren, Toshiwo Doko, had 
told reporters there was-ne- 
need for a total prohibition on 
military shipments overseas. 

Last month in the atom 
bomb city of Hiroshima, the 
Chamber of Commerce 
adopted a resolution calling 
for relief measures for the 
recession-plagued shipbuild¬ 
ing industry, a lynchpin of the 
Japanese economy. The reso¬ 
lution urged that shipbuilders

be allowed to build and ex¬ 
port military vessels as long 
as they were not equipped 
with weapons. 

Nagano has now followed 
this up with four reasons why 
the government ban should 
be relaxed. 

First, he says, the ban is so 
broad as to make it very dif¬ 
ficult to decide what can 
rightly be classified as a 
weapon. Secondly, with the 
shipbuilders in such distress, 
it is unwise for Japan to be so 
rigid on the export of items 
which "could 'be potentially 
used as a weapon. The defini¬ 
tion of this is almost end¬ 
less.” 

Thirdly, Nagano asks 
whether it is good for Japan 
to refrain from accepting ex¬ 
port orders when countries 
like West Germany are cash¬ 
ing in on the boom in arms 
" demand. 

And finally, since this de¬ 
mand comes primarily from 
1 oil-producing countries, arms 
' exports of some description 
would help recycle petro¬ 
dollars and help Japan cover 
the Increased cost of Its oil 
imports. 

Arms exports have long 
been restricted by trade con¬ 
trol regulations. But, two 
years ago the government 
produced a unified stand on 
the issue consisting of three 
main points. 
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Arms exports are not per 
mitted to the Communist 
bloc, or to countries with 
which the United Nations 
bans such trade, like South 
Africa and Rhodesia, and any 
countries involved or likely to 
be involved in armed conflict. 

It also resolved that arms 
exports to areas other than 
the thref already named 
would be made sparingly and 
that the export of plant and 
equipment for the production 
of weapons should receive the 
same treatment as actual 
arms. 

But there has always been 
considerable official confu¬ 
sion as to what constitutes a 
weapon. And critics have re¬ 
peatedly pointed out that a 
commercial truck could 
easily be fitted with guns or 
used to transport troops into 
battle and therefore would 
come within the scope of the 
government prohibition. 

The Chamber of Commerce 
request tries to circumvent 
the problem by stipulating 
Japan will only export mine¬ 
sweepers, survey ships and 
other "non-aggressive" ves¬ 
sels. 

Two years ago, Nagano and 
Bunchiro Tanabe, president 
of Mitsubishi Corporation, 
appeared to be on the verge 
of exporting domestically- 
developed amphibious patrol 
planes and medium-sized jet 
transports. 

But when the plan came 
under attack in and outside 
Parliament it was dropped. 

Since that row, the govern¬ 
ment has been ultra-cautious 
about the new business ap¬ 
proach. But there is not much 
enthusiasm. One official pri¬ 
vately felt military-related 
exports of any descriptions 
would backfire on Japan. 

"We are already under 
attack for our aggressive ex¬ 
port policies. Imagine how 
quickly people would apply 
tl.e ‘merchant of death’ label 
if we began boosting our 
trade surplus by arms sales." 



shoe Is on the other foot. Much as they 
disapprove, of Somalia's recent adven 
ture. other OAU members would be 
equally disturbed if Ethiopia were to 
invade it with Soviet help. Most African 
countries would then have little objec¬ 
tion if the West were to come to Soma¬ 
lia’s aid. 

Thejestraint that Washington has so 
far shown in responding to the massive 
Soviet intervention in Ethiopia has been 
extremely sensible. It has avoided the 
mistake of prematurely going to Soma 
lia's aid, while taking care of its friends. 
In the past six months. Washington has 


for the first time promised to sell com¬ 
bat aircraft to every one of the anxious 
pro-Western states In the vicinity of 
Ethiopia: Kenya, Sudan and Egypt. 

A continuation of its restraint would 
be equally sensible. For one thing, the 
turbulent and violent political rivalries 
in the Ethiopian Army could throw up a 
new regime at any time. For another, 
the Soviets could still hang themselves 
in Ethiopia, if given enough rope. 

The expulsion of the Somali invaders 
from Ethiopia’s territory was merely 
the first phase in restoring Addis 
Ababa's control over the country; and 
much the easer one. The Russians and 
Cubans will now be expected to help the 
Ethiopian Army reconquer the Red Sea 
coastal province of Eritrea, where pow¬ 
erful guerrilla groups with total popular 
support are fighting for independence. 

The Eritrean rebels contrdl over *0 
per cent of the province. Dislodging 
them will be no simple matter of superi¬ 
or weapons and tactics, as in the sparse¬ 
ly-populated, open terrain of the Oga¬ 
den. It will be a grinding, murderous 
business of subjugating a population of 
almost three million who have been 
honed in the skills of guerrilla warfare 
for 16 bloody years; and it could yet 
become “Cuba’s Vietnam". 

The Russians and Cubans may be in 
Ethiopia for a long time to come, but 
they probably will not enjoy their stay. 


‘Acid rains' from sulphur 
threaten fish in Scandinavia 


LONDON — An Anglo-Nor- 
wcgian research team is con¬ 
sidering either the genetic 
manipulation of Scandina 
vian fish or the chemical doc 
toring of their habitat to en 
able them to survive severe 
sulphur pollution brought in 
by high winds from North 
America, Britain and central 
Europe. 

Sulphur dioxide pollution is 
caused mainly by power sta¬ 
tions burning coal and oil. 
Britain's policy of dispersing 
airborne pollution by means 
of high-stack chimneys has 
relieved pressures on the 
local environment but it has 
also led to the export of pollu¬ 
tion to other countries, in¬ 
cluding ecologically vulner¬ 
able Scandinavia. 

A report published by a 
group of Scandinavian scien¬ 
tists claims that acid rains 
have caused the decimation 
of fish in 2,300 lakes in Nor¬ 
way and Sweden and that 
forests and crops are also 
in danger. Their report fol¬ 
lows another study by the Or¬ 
ganization for Economic Co¬ 
operation and Development 
lOECD), asserting that Eu¬ 
rope was the recipient of sul¬ 
phur dioxide pollution emit¬ 
ted by industry in Canada 
and the United States and 
that Britain was the worst 
offender among the Europe¬ 
an polluters. 

About a quarter of the air¬ 
borne pollution of sulphur 
dioxide in Norway is believed 
to originate from North 
America, carried by winds 
from the eastern seaboard 
across the Atlantic north of 
Scotland. 

Predictably, the issue has 
been seized by both camps in 
the controversy over future 
energy requirements and en¬ 
vironmental considerations, 
one using it to illustrate the 
theory that pollution can be 
reduced only by arresting ec¬ 
onomic growth and the other 
arguing in favor of nuclear 
power generation because at 
least it does not lead to sul¬ 
phur dioxide emission. 

In fact, the issue supports 
neither stance because, in the 
absence of other measures, 
an end to economic growth 
would not discontinue sul¬ 
phur pollution while the long¬ 
term dangers and problems 
associated with nuclear 
power generation are far 
greater than those now con¬ 
cerning Norway. 

The lime-deficient soil and 
waters of Scandinavia are 
particularly vulnerable to 
acid rain — a product of 
sulphur dioxide, oxygen and 
;vater — which is absorbed 
and neutralized by more al¬ 
kaline soils elsewhere. The 
acid material is accumulated 
in the snow and It rushes into 
the lakes and streams with 
the water when the snow 
melts, killing the fish. 

According to OECD esti¬ 
mates, the removal of sul¬ 
phur pollution at source 
would cost something like 66 
billion a year, compared to 
the economic loss of $ 1.2 mil¬ 
lion in dead fish. 

Some Scandinavian scien¬ 
tists argue, without conclu¬ 
sive evidence, that the acid 
rain may well reduce the pro¬ 
ductivity of the forests, lead¬ 



ing to a drastic erosion of the 
thin soil cover and leaving 
large areas as bare granite. 
Specialists in Britain sidestep 
thp issue by responding that 
the long-term prospects must 
be viewed in terms of funda¬ 
mental decisions which are 
yet to be made over future 
world energy supplies. They 
are careful not to be drawn 
into debate over the effect of 
acid rain. 

Britain's own national en¬ 
ergy policy is under review. 
Sulphur dioxide emission has 
been reduced in Britain by 16 
per cent over the past three 
years, partly as a result of 


the recession which has 
brought about a decline in 
industrial activities and part 
ly because North Sea oil. 
Britain's new and relatively 
cheap energy source, is vir¬ 
tually free of sulphur 
A senior scientist at the 
Central Electricity Generat 
ing Board here has just re¬ 
turned from Canada where 
he studied work on the liming 
of waters at Sudbury, Ontar 
io. The survival of fish, he 
told me, may well depend on 
nothing more than the avail¬ 
ability of a few extra parts 
per million of calcium in the 
water during the crucial 
periods when the snow melts 
The OECD drew up a crude 
“balance-of-payments” of 
sulphur pollution, showing 
that Britain emits 2.8 million 
tons a year and receives 1 
million tons. The net "export 
crs" include West Germany, 
France and Denmark. The 
Dutch, the Swiss and the 
Scandinavians are among the 
net "importers".

THE OBITUARY was short, short as the man 
himself. By accomplishment It should have been long 
because Dr. Harold Salta stood ten feet tall in the 
world of helping people through the method of healing 
known as acupuncture. 

Harold Saita was a doctor, fully accredited by the 
B.C. College of Physicians and Surgeons, but he long 
ago gave up the practice of western medicine as we 
know It, to concentrate on the art of acupuncture 
healing and In this regard, he was a giant in his flfeld. 

He was internationally known In this field*maybe 
one of the best of all acupuncturists and I know he was 
in constant demand as a speaker before medical 
seminars — in short, he was a recognized expert. 

My last meeting with Dr. Saita was a couple of 
months back and at that time I marveled at his 
youthful appearance and was amazed when he told me 
he was 77 years old. I was just as amazed, then, at his 
sudden passing here last week. He had been In the 
acupuncture profession here in Victoria for roughly a 
year after having conducted a similar clinic on Salt 
Spring Island. And Victoria residents were ecstatic 
when he did set up shop locally, because he could 
practice the art without any government or medical 
society action in that he was a fully-accredited doctor 
under their'own rules.

Saita had been working with another medical doctor 
and this doctor will continue to operate the local clinic. 

Meanwhile, I am saddened at the passing of a fine 
man, a man who not only brought relief to hundreds of 
patients, but who added the special dimension of 
human kindness to all those he came in contact with. 
He deserves his heavenly rest now. . .

INCIDENTALLY, one of the biggest headaches 
facing Vancouver Island travelers bent on U.S. desti¬ 
nations, has to be the immigration and customs 
inspections In the Seattle International Airport. It can 
take better than one hour to get through the inspec¬ 
tions due to what appears to be a lack of personnel 
during peak periods. If a couple of jumbo jets land in 
Seattle at roughly the same time from Great Britain, 
the wait becomes what seems to be interminable and 
those having to make on going flight connections, 
often find themselves out in the cold and looking for 
new reservations. One of the worst foul-ups this side of 
London's Heathrow Airport. If you are traveling to the 
States and have to make further connections from 
Seattle, do yourself a favor by taking an earlier flight 
out of Victoria in order to give yourself the necessary 
time to get through the red tape jungle. . .

Closure report weapon in reverse

The main casualty of the 
Greater Victoria school 
board's investigation Into the 
possibility of school closure 
so far is not a school, but a 
report, the Facilities Study 
'77. 

Prepared by a team from 
the education ministry, with 
some help from the school 
district’s staff, the study has 
proven to be the best weapon 
In the hands of those attempt¬ 
ing to keep schools open. 

THE BASIC argument of 
the study is that the economic 
data are too skimpy to prove 
that there is any money to be 
saved by closing schools, but 
there are educational rea¬ 
sons, such as greater flexibil¬ 
ity and variety in educational 
programs, for maintaining 
schools above a certain size. 

The Greater Victoria 
school board was careful to 
keep its distance from the 
document right from the be¬ 
ginning, which was not sur¬ 
prising in light of its recom¬ 
mendations—close eight 
elementary schools comple¬ 
tely, and nine partially in the 
near future; close four sec¬ 
ondary schools now, and an¬ 
other four later. 


THAT INITIAL reluctance 
to embrace the report has 
now been replaced by a tacit 
understanding that it has lit¬ 
tle use as a planning guide, 
and trustees have said pri¬ 
vately that it is a disaster. 

The study is rife with unre 
alistic premises and factual 
errors. The entire report is 
based on the education min¬ 
istry standard of 20 students 
per classroom in determining 
how many students a school 
can hold, for instance. The 
average in Greater Victoria, 
however, at 25 students in a 
classroom, is well above the 
provincial average, and to 
put this In perspective, the 
largest average elementary 
class size in any school dis¬ 
trict In the province was 26.4 
pupils in September. 1976. in 
short, not a single school dis¬ 
trict in B.C. comes close to 
the ministry standard. 


THE REPORT'S popula 
tlon data, on which enrolment 
projections were based, were 
extrapolated from the 1971 
census because the 1976 cen 
sus figures were not yet 
available at the time, the 
latest census figures show 
that the 0-4 age group in the 
region is already slightly 
larger than the 5-9 age group, 
possibly pointing to a "baby 
boomlet” as is now occurring 
in parts of the U.S.

Then there is the "neigh¬ 
borhood maturation" argu¬ 
ment: Families move Into 
hew homes at first, supplying 
numerous students for the 
neighborhood school, but as 
the youngsters grow up and 
move away, enrolment 
drops. 


IT SOUNDS reasonable, 
but it might be wrong. Large 
older homes in stable neigh¬ 
borhoods are attractive to 
young families with more 
children than money, and 
there Is evidence that in some 
neighborhoods, such as 
James Bay and Fairfield, fa¬ 
milies are moving back. They 
are unlikely to reverse the 
long term trend, but they 
could easily blunt projections 
which point inexorably down 
ward. 

Finally, the report's argu¬ 
ments regarding optimum 
school size are based on rath¬ 
er quick and dirty research 
methods. School principals 
were polled, to find out what 
they thought, and since the 
majority thought a school 
should have about 404 to 500 
pupils plus kindergarten, that 
is the study's conclusion ahd 
never mind that education 
administrators might have a 
professional bias in favor of 
larger schools, or that the 
poll was by no means unani¬ 
mous. or that it is lousy dBn 
on which to base such an 
important benchmark. 


REPORTS tend to be no 
better than their weakest sta¬ 
tistic. Once one assumption 
or projection is called into 
question, a shadow falls 
across all the others. The 
study has batted zero for 
three on the schools which the 
school board has examined so 
far for possible closure (the 
South Park and Sundance 
programs are candidates for 
moving, rather than closing). 
It recommends that Tolmie, 
Burnside and Margaret Jen¬ 
kins be closed and their stu¬ 
dents sent to other schools, 
but the school district plan¬ 
ning department, after tak¬ 
ing a harder look, concluded 
that neighboring schools 
could probably not handle the 
extra students. 

IT IS the report's central 
argument, however, the idea 
that "medium sized" (100-500 


pupils) schools have an edu¬ 
cational advantage over 
smaller schools, that has 
been most seriously compro¬ 
mised by the public debate. 

It might be valid If It were a 
simple comparison between 
low- and medium-enrolment 
schools, but the educational 
impact of low school enrol¬ 
ment is not the issue in the 
Greater Victoria school dis¬ 
trict. The issue is "extra 
space” in schools which have 
shrunk in enrolment in the 
last few years. 


THESE SCHOOLS, the 
meetings at the schools have 
shown, have In their facilities 
an educational advantage 
which compensates, some 
times handsomely, for their 
lack of flexibility in assigning 
pupils or staff. They have 
separate science rooms with 
belter security and equip¬ 
ment. They have separate 
music rooms, larger staff 
rooms, more storage, larger 
libraries, activity rooms and 
superior learning assistance 
quartets. 

Since every elementary 
school has only one gymnasi¬ 
um, regardless of size, a 
school of 200 pupils can rotate 
its pupils through the gym 
more frequently, or for 
longer periods, than a school 
of 450. When the mini-gyms, 
classrooms converted to hold 
apparatus or activities lhat 
do not require a great deal of 
space, are included, the ad¬ 
vantage of the low-enrolment 
schools Is multiplied. 


CONSIDER this. Not once 
has a teacher or principal at 
a small school considered for 
closure ever suggested that 
the school would be better if 
it were larger. All have said 
the intimacy of a small school 
creates a better educational 
environment, and all have 
pointed to their extra rooms 


as being very important to 
the educational program at 
the school. 

For its part, the study says 
"one problem that is created 
by making the extra space 
available for special purpose 
rooms Ik that such space is 
not evenly distributed 
through the district. It seems 
reasonable that just as other 
educational resources are 
distributed equitably to the 
schools, space should also be 
made available as equitably 
as possible." 


THIS IS a neat paradox. If 
"other educational re 
sources" are distributed eq¬ 
uitably to the schools, there 
must not be any particular 
educational advantages to 
larger schools per se as the 
study claims at the begin¬ 
ning. On the other hand, if 
space is an educational re¬ 
source, and small schools 
have more of it, thy are not 
gs badly off as the report 
claims. This statement leads 
to the conclusion that the dis¬ 
trict could improve the edu 
rational environment by 
building mure schools and 
providing additional space, 
instead of closing them dow n 

One other point should be 
made on this In arguing for 
higher enrolments, rather 
than less space, the study 
precludes the closure of part 
of a school as an educational 
advantage. Only total closure 
which permits redistribution 
of the students to create 
larger enrolments and pre¬ 
sumably better programs in 
neighboring schools, is edu¬ 
cationally defensible. 

THE EDUCATIONAL 
argument in the study for 
closing schools is, in sum. 
very poor. It is actually a 
smokescreen for the idea that 
loads of money will be saved 
by closing schools. 


The study, of course, does 
not state this obvious proposi¬ 
tion so baldly. It skirts the 
issue by sayfng "the planning 
team was unable to get ade¬ 
quate cost information to de¬ 
termine the magnitude of 
such savings." That, I would 
suggest, is a cop-out, pure 
and simple. In the absence of 
any serious effort to define 
the educational disadvan¬ 
tages of smaller schools, one 
can only conclude that cost is 
an Important, and probably 
the prime, motivation for 
closing schools, regardless of 
the disclaimers in the study. 
If not the concern of the au¬ 
thors of the planning report, 
it Is at least a very important 
concern, and rightly so. of the 
Greater Victoria school 
board. 


THE BOARD, taking a stab 
in the dark, originally* 
planned to cut 200,000 square 
feet of space next September. 
That, it estimated, in its pro¬ 
visional budget, would save 
$150,000, during the period 
September to December. For 
the final budget the board 
reconsidered and halved 
those figures to 150,000 
square feeTof space and $75, 

ooo. 

Just how it arrived at that 
figure is unclear, but some 
quick calculations indicate 
lhat it consists almost entire¬ 
ly of savings in operating 
costs, such as janitor’s sa¬ 
laries and utilities. It does not 
recognize addilional ex¬ 
penses required at other 
schools to accommodate the 
influx of pupils from closed 
schools: the loss of nearly 
$20,000 in government grants 
for each school that is closed 
(which by Itself would quick¬ 
ly eat up the "savings" to the 
district, if not to the pros 
ince): the cost of heating and 
maintaining old school build 
ings so that they do not 
decay, if they are not sold. 


leased, demolished, or other¬ 
wise taken off the school 
board's hands; the drop in 
nearby property values 
which would result from the 
closure of schools, 


THE' FACT is, the money lo 
be saved from closing 
schools, at least at this poinl. 
is a pittance, If it exists at all 
It is not a happy fact; it will 
not be easy for taxpayers to 
understand, or for school 
trustees to explain; and one 
suspects that the authors of 
the facilities study, with the 
evidence staring at them, de¬ 
cided to run rather than face 
it. 

Are you ready for a good 
news—bad news joke? The 
good news in all of this is that 
the school board has, for all 
practical purposes, discard¬ 
ed the facilities study as a 
bad dream, it now depends 
for its data on its own plan 
ning department, headed by- 
former (Jaklands principal 
Evan Oakley. 


THE; BAD news is that the 
facilities study was an educa 
tion ministry exercise to de 
velop a model (or districts 
with declining enrolments, 
which means the majority of 
school districts in the pros 
ince. Just how much ere 
dence the study is given in the 
ministry is difficult to deter 
mine, but former deputy at 
torney-generaI David 
Vickers raised a frightening 
spectre when he suggested at 
one meeting that the Greater 
Victoria school district was 
serving as "spear-carrier" 
fur the education ministry's 
policy on school closure for 
the rest of the province. 


IT IS HARD to believe that 
the ministry would foist this 
type of study on school dis¬ 
tricts all around the province, 
but there are people prepared 
to believe anything about the 
education ministry 
If we are charitable, we are 
still left with the strong possi¬ 
bility that the facilities study 
will be used in the education 
ministry to determine the fu¬ 
ture of. if not the province, at 
least the Greater Victoria 
school district. That's bad 
news.

Care data 
incorrect 


I feel I must write and point 
out to your readers that a 
piece of gross misinforma¬ 
tion has been disseminated 
recently by the Social Credit 
government via a leaflet enti¬ 
tled "Report from the Hon. 
Sam Bawlf MLA.” 

I quote directly from the 
front page of this sheet: 
“Long Term Care covers 
both home care nursing and 
homemaker service at no 
charge . .This is absolute¬ 
ly Incorrect.

I agree 
that I will pay the amount 
calculated per day for each 
day that I receive homemak¬ 
ers service. On the back of 
the sheet It states: 

Where an individual's or a 
family's monthly net income 
exceeds the appropriate base 
income level authorized for 
that family unit pursuant to 
sections three and four of this

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Mortgage rates on rise 


OTTAWA (CP)-If you're 
buying a home within the 
next few months, expect to 
pay a higher Interest rate on 
the mortgage. 

Real estate analyst* say 
that will be the effect of a 
Bank of Canada decision 
Monday to raise its bank 
lending rate a half percent¬ 
age point to 8.3 per cent, the 
second rise In a month. 

"I can't sec any joy in the 
next six to nine months," said 
John Macfarlane, treasurer 
of Royal Trust, one of the 
country’s major mortgage 
lenders. "Mortgage rates are 
going to go up and they're 
going to stay there." 

But there may also be a 
silver lining in that ap¬ 
proaching cloud. Industry ex¬ 
perts say increased mort¬ 
gage rates could lower 
demand fur houses and this 
will keep house prices stable. 

"We were anticipating an 
average five- to six per-cent 
increase in house prices this 
year," said Lloyd Metcalf, 
vice-president of the Cana¬ 
dian Real Estate Association. 

"An increase in mortgage 
rates could keep prices where 
they are if not reduce them 
somewhat. ' 

A survey by the Mortgage 
Insurance Company of Can¬ 
ada in February showed Na¬ 


tional Housing Act (NHA) 
mortgages with Interest rates 
averaging 10>j per cent In 
most parts of the country 
with conventional mortgages 
about one-quarter point 
higher. The supply of money 
was adequate to plentiful 
everywhere. 

George Frieser, president 
of Mario Homes Ltd., In Ed¬ 
monton. and chairman of the 
economic research commit¬ 
tee of the Housing and Urban 
Development Association 
(HUDAC), predicts II per 
cent mortgages within a few 
months. 

He said the plentiful supply 
of money available for mort¬ 
gages meant interest rates 
did not rise when the first 
increase in the lending rate 
was announced in early 
March. 

“With another half-point 
increase we'll see signs of 
this in a couple of months," 
he said. 

Principle and interest pay¬ 
ments on a WtROOO mortgage 
amortized over 23 years 
would be 3364.33 a month. At 
11 per cent, payments would 
be 3383.02. an increase of 
320.47 a month or about 3246 a 
year. 

The Increase tn the lending 
rate by tlife Bank of Canada is 
a signal to private lending 


institutions to alter their in¬ 
terest rates. The government 
wants domestic interest rates 
increased to encourage for¬ 
eign Investment and thus 
esse pressure on the Cana¬ 
dian dollar, which has fallen 
below 88 cents American. 

Most of the chartered 
banks announced half-point 
increases in their prime lend¬ 
ing rate Tuesday to 8>/< per 
cent from 8), per cent, Rates 
on savings accounts were 
also raised a half point to 6% 
per cent. 

Mortgage rates, however, 
are much slower to react be¬ 
cause money is invested for a 
long term, there are many 
more lenders and the market 
is therefore more competi¬ 
tive. Rates are Influenced by 
the supply of money as weil 
as demand for those funds. 

Pension funds are Investing 
heavily In mortgages at this 
time of year and there are 
large sums available from 
last-minute deposits into re¬ 
gistered retirement savings 
plans (RRSPs) and regis¬ 
tered home ownership plans 
(RHOSPs). 

At the same time, demand 
for funds Is slow at this time 
of year. Most house sales are 
in spring and summer. 


These factors should work 
to the advantag* of bor¬ 
rowers In the next few 
months. Mortgages at favor¬ 
able rates should be available 
'mortgage rates are affected 
by rates in the capital mar¬ 
kets." said an official at Cen¬ 
tral Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation (CMHC). “This 
is not determined in Ottawa 
or Washington but in New 
York or Zurich.” 

But hr doubted interest 
rates would go as high as 11 
per cent because of the plen¬ 
tiful supply of mortgage 
money. 

Frieser said he estimates 
there are about 60.000 unsold 


new dwelling units on the 
market across the country, 
an above-average supply. 

This, coupled with a possi¬ 
ble reduction In demand 
caused by higher Interest 
rates, could hold house prices 
stable.

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Quebec thriving—Levesque 


MONTREAL (CP) - Pre 
mler Rene Levesque praised 
his government’s perfor¬ 
mance In economic matters 
before a predominantly Eng¬ 
lish-speaking audience this 
week, saytng he had nothing 
to apologize for in the Parti 
Quebecois government's 16 
months in power. 

Citing in particular the 
PQ’s new automobile insur¬ 
ance plan, as well as its pro 
posal to take over part of the 
Quebec asbestos Industry, 
Levesque told about 700 busi¬ 
nessmen at a Canadian Club 
luncheon that "we re not far 
out radicals out to destroy 
initiatives. 


"But. . we are social dem 
ocrats, to use the expression 
which is coined about us. 
which means very simply 
doing our best to be and to 
remain socially progres¬ 
sive." 

Speaking in English, he 
said his party was "very con¬ 
scious of the imperfections, 
of the mistakes we made 
along the way. . but I re¬ 
member yesterday afternoon 
when I finished a very broad 
assessment of those 16 
months trying to organize a 
few notes for this occasion, 
that I felt, all told, pretty 
proud." 

In a generally "stagnating

and regressive climate. Que¬ 
bec has managed. . .to give a 
performance as good or bet¬ 
ter than the rest of Canada." 

He referred to recent Mon¬ 
treal newspaper reports that 
millions of dollars from Que¬ 
bec were being invested in 
Florida and New England, 
saying that despite “sick 
headlines about money mov¬ 
ing to Florida." total invest¬ 
ment in Quebec in 1977 was 
ahead of the Canadian aver¬ 
age and the Ontario average. 

Included was investment 
by such “flagships" as Alcan. 
General Motors, U.S. Steel 
and others. 

Levesque attacked Prime 
Minister Trudeau and federal 
politicians who "were voices 
of doom about the Quebec 
economy up until two months 
ago." Ndw, they were putting 
on "rose-tinted glasses" fol¬ 
lowing Trudeau's speech to 
the Economic Club of New 


York last month. 

"Something must be com¬ 
ing up." 

At one point, vigorous ap¬ 
plause Interrupted Levesque 
when he said. "Quebec, 
should I remind you, is still a 
part of Canada." 

He grinned and said after 
the applause, “Just by the 
way. you know, your ap¬ 
plause is heart-warming be¬ 
cause I can share it. 

“You know, despite what 
y ou read and hear too often, 
we are not anti-Canada. We 
didn't spend 10 years literally 
straining our hearts out to 
build a party.. .just through 
hostility. We're not out for 
any kind of revenge for the 
Plains of Abraham. . . 

"We think very deeply that 
what we are proposing for 
Quebec will be good for Que¬ 
bec. . but will be one hell of a 
healthier perspective for the 
rest of Canada, too.” 


Of special concern to the 
PQ was a new agriculture 
policy because, in the present 
world situation, agriculture 
and food production should 
grow "If we are any kind of a 
civilized society," Levesque 
said. 

His party was working on a 
new land-use policy to pre¬ 
vent random development 
from "eating up our best 
agricultural land." 

He said he hoped the new 
provincial budget, expected 
by mid-April, "would have 
some rather stimulating ef¬ 
fects." 

One of the most admirable 
features of the PQ. as a party 
in power, was its determina¬ 
tion to raise party funds 
"strictly from citizen sup¬ 
port. so -the public adminis¬ 
tration can remain at arm's 
length from special interest 
or pressure groups," Leves¬ 
que said.

MEXICO CITY (AP) - A 
Japanese woman photogra 
pher said this week that four 
men seized her last week in 
the Israeli embassy, blind¬ 
folded her and took her away 
for two days of questioning 
before she was released with¬ 
out any explanation. 

"They asked me where I 
had put the bomb, and I told 
them that I had no bomb 
Then they asked me more 
questions," said 60-year-old 
Makiko Yamamoto, a photog 
rapher for World Photo Press 
of Tokyo. “They never told 
me why." 

Mrs. Yamamoto said she 
was detained Friday at the 
Israeli embassy and freed 
two days later in a residential 
section of the city. 

She has filed reports with 
the Japanese embassy and 
the Association of Foreign 
Correspondents in Mexico. 

Israeli press attache Mario 
Nudelstejer said Mrs. Yama 
moto visited the embassy on 
personal business and “an 
anomaly was noted in her 
passport." 


He said the date had been 
erased “and fixed up again. 
Mexican security authorities 
were called In. and they took 
over. The responsibility of 
the embassy was to notify 
Mexican security of the 
anomaly and they undertook 
to do whatever was perti¬ 
nent." 

Japanese Consul H. Aoki 
said his office was consulting - 
with Mexican authorities on 
the matter. 

Officials of the Mexican de¬ 
partment that handles inter¬ 
nal security were not avail¬ 
able for comment. 

Mrs. Yamamoto said she 
had been living in Mexico for 
three years as a photogra¬ 
pher and correspondent for 
the Japanese agency and was 
accredited with Mexican au¬ 
thorities. 

Israeli embassies through¬ 
out the world maintain strict 
security precautions because 
of terrorist attacks by Pales¬ 
tinian guerrillas and their 
allies. 

Japanese Red Army terror¬ 
ists have worked with Pales¬ 
tinian extremists and were 
responsible for the Led air¬ 
port massacre in Israel in 
1972.

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CUPE local 
shuns talk j 
by mayor 


Munro, union give 
different versions 


There is little likelihood 
Saanich Mayor Mel Couvelier 
will be given perfhission to 
address a membership meet¬ 
ing April 12 of Local 374 of the 
Canadian Union of Public 
Employees before the local 
makes its Anal decision on 
the hiring of young people for 
summer jobs. 

Union president-Larry 
Newman said Tuesday he 
could see no way the mayor 
would be invited to the meet¬ 
ing. 

He was responding to Aid. 
Howard Sturrock's sugges¬ 
tion that the mayor seek per¬ 
mission to speak to the union 
in a last-ditch bid to save 136 
jobs which would be created 
under federal and provincial 
make-work programs. 

Newman said any invita¬ 
tion would have to be discus¬ 
sed with the executive and 
placed before the member 
ship. "I'm in no position to 
take it upon myself to issue 
an invitation.” 

The next executive meeting 
is scheduled the same night 
as the membership meeting 
and Newman said he was re¬ 


luctant to call a special meet¬ 
ing of the executive. 

The mayor had recom¬ 
mended the pullout because 
the union's position was too 
onerous on the taxpayer. 

Newman, however, claims 
that Saanich management 
has conspired to reduce the 
wages of summer employees 
by as much as half, in an 
effort to appear “fiscally re¬ 
sponsible." 

The local, he said, supports 
all honest efforts to reduce 
unemployment, but eroding 
employees' living standards 
and making political hay by 
hitting those least able to 
protect themselves was not a 
reasonable approach to hir¬ 
ing. 

Newman said 25 employees 
have been laid off by Saanich 
in the last four months, and 
the local is insisting these 
employees be given first con¬ 
sideration for any summer 
jobs created. 

"These are family men we 
are talking about, people who 
have to support a family. 
Surely they should be given 
preference over a single per¬ 
son." 


Federal Tory Donald Munro says he didn't 
tell a union official he was opposed to collec¬ 
tive bargaining for federal public employ¬ 
ees. 

But the union official says he did. And he 
says he has a witness to bear him out. 

The dispute is an offshoot of the all-out 
battle by the 180,000-member Public Service 
Alliance of Canada to put an end to Bill C-28, 
the proposed legislation which, the union 
says, is a threat to its future. 

The membership has been urged to seek 
the support of all federal politicians and 
work for the defeat of any who won't agree. 

At a membership rally in Victoria Monday 
night, PSAC regional representative John 
Hart quoted Munro as saying: “I don't think 
you need collective bargaining in the public 

service.” 

Munro kept the phone lines from Ottgjva 
busy Tuesday. He complained to Hart and 
told the Colonist his statement had been 
misinterpreted by the union official. 

Whatever he did say was said last Friday 
when Hart met with him to seek his sup¬ 
port. 

Munro told the Colonist he had told Hart: 
"When I was a public servant 1 did not seek 
collective bargaining rights." 

Asked about Hart's witness (the PSAC 
member who was with him), Munro said: 
"It is just their interpretation of what I 

said." 


But what about collective bargaining 
rights? Does Munro think the public ser¬ 
vants should have them or not? 

The Esqulmalt-Saanlch MP says he thinks 
perhaps some groups of employees should, 
but that others shouldn’t. Because of the 
jobs involved—some that might be consider¬ 
ed essential services—he feels there should 
be exclusions. 

Munro referred to two articles he had " 
written on the subject in 1975 and added: "I 
can live with that stand." 

Hart is busy running a check of Munro's 
background with the diplomatic service 

“If he was always in the category he says 
he was—as an ambassador—then he can't 
really say he was a civil servant who didn't 
seek collective bargaining." Hart said. “He 
never would have been included in the group 
of employees to whom it applies." 

Like Allan McKinnon (PC-Victorla), 
Munro says he couldn't commit himself on 
the question of the controversial bill before 
consulting the party caucus. And, like a lot 
of others, he feels the bill will die before 
being debated. 

He also took issue with the union's deci¬ 
sion to "tie up" the phone lines of the politi¬ 
cians' constituency offices. , 

He sees it as nothing more than threaten¬ 
ing tactics.

Progressive 
Conservative finance critic 
Stevens told the Commons 
that despite failure of com 
pulsory pay and price con¬ 
trols to limit inflation since 
their inception in October, 
lSWi, The government be¬ 
lieved in the program 
Stevens (York Simcoe) 
spoke for two hours during 
debate of the government's 
bill to begin phasing out the 
anti-inflation program on 
April 14 

Finance Minister Jean 
Chretien has urged the oppo¬ 
sition to give speedy passage 
to the legislation to allow an 
orderly withdrawal of the 
program. 

Stevens denied in an inter 
view that lie was intentional 
l.v holding up third and final 
reading. The Conservatives 
were simply trying to gel 
iheir solutions on the record 
Mi's remarks came as the 
government gave more indi 


rations That it would soon call 
a spring general election 

Stevens launched into a 
wide-ranging attack on the 
government's ecoqflnic poli¬ 
cies. saying continling infla¬ 
tion in Canada had resulted in 
a loss of confidence by inter¬ 
national investors. 

The sagging Canadian dol¬ 
lar woujji not be trading at 
below 88 cents U.S. if the 
government inspired interna 
tional confidence, he said. 

lie also complained that 
about 7a per cent of the 3.300 
companies and 68 per cent of 
the 3.8 million workers co¬ 
vered by the anti-inflation 
program would remain sub¬ 
ject to the controls until the 
last quarter of 1978. 

An important feature of the 
legislation would prevent em¬ 
ployee groups from gaining 
back through retroactive 
clauses wage increases they 
would have received without 
controls. 

Stevens said there was 
nothing, however, to prevent 
wage contracts from expiring 
when controls did. to be re 
placed by a new contract 
with higher wage settle¬ 
ments.

25. was termed 
"critical but stable " by a 
spokesman at the New York 
llospital-Corncll Medical 
Centre burn unit, where the 
graduate student in Far East¬ 
ern studiespwas taken for 
treatment 

Nurse Dorothy Walsh said 
it was not definitely known 
whether Miss Moskowitz. 
who suffered burns on her 
face, would be permanently 
blind in the right eye. 

"We don't know when we ll 
have the final word on her 


permanent condition." the 
nurse added 

Police arrested Tsang. de¬ 
scribed as an exchange stu¬ 
dent from Hong Kong who 
recently received his mas¬ 
ter's degree in chemistry 
from the Massachusetts In¬ 
stitute of Technology, shortly 
after the incident 

Police said Tsang entered 
ihe Moskowitz apartment in 
Columbia University's off- 
campus international House, 
on Riverside Drive, and 
threw a six-ounce vial of sul¬ 
phuric acid in her face. 

Police charged him with 
first-degree assault, first-de¬ 
gree reckless endangerment, 
and possession of a danger¬ 
ous weapon. 

Miss Moskowitz was re¬ 
ported to have met Tsang 
while an exchange student at 
the University of Hong Kong 
three years ago.

Flocks of seagulls may be menacing 


Although birds flying around runways are a major 
problem at many airports, Victoria's Pat Bay isn’t one 
of them, according to airport manager Jim Mills. 

MILLS WAS ASKED whether birds were much of a 
problem at Victoria airport following a report by Ruth 
Cowan, a public relations official of Pacific Western 
Airlines, that a PVVA flight out of Victoria was delayed 
March 27 because it had "ingested birds " 

He told a Colonist reporter Tuesday "this is the first 
lime I've heard of the incident." 

(PWA has been experiencing flight delays through 
job action by the Canadian Air Lines Employees’ 
Association.) 

MILLS SAID between four and six bird strikes a 
year are reported at Pat Bay, and so far none of the 
incidents has been serious. 

“Compared to many other airports, we don’t have 
much of a bird problem,” he said. 

"We have the airport tower continually on the alert 
for birds on the field, and when a group is sighted, we 
have methods of scaring them off with a special type of 
shotgun shell.” 

THE SPECIES OF BIRDS that do frequent the 
airport environs are principally flocks of starlings, 
along with seagulls. 

"It is the smaller birds that fly in flocks that pose 
the greatest concern for us," Mills said. 

The airport manager said the federal transport 
ministry is continuing research into ways of minimiz¬ 
ing the bird hazard at airports, but said there’s "no 
need for sophisticated methods here because we don't 
have a great problem." 

CANADA IS AMONG the world's leaders in airport 
bird control, thanks to a 12-year study of airstrips and 
bird habits conducted by the Canadian Wildlife Service 
which concluded recently 

Bob Harris, a CWS staffer in Vancouver who was on 
the committee, said Canadian research efforts have 
been adopted by many European countries 

Studies of individual airports led to recommends 
lions to shift garbage dumps, drain water bodies 
nearby, change farming practices on surrounding land, 
and removing hedgerows in the vicinity. 

ALL THESE “basic housekeeping measures" arc 
now kept in operation around all Canadian airports 

Airports where bird are still fairly prevalent are 
Vancouver—which because of its seaside location has 
more uf a problem than most'—and Toronto and Mon¬ 
treal. 

Control measures in use at airports which are 
popular with birds include broadcasting distress cries 


of starlings and seagulls, regular monitoring patrols, 
and special shotgun shells. 

GREATER VANCOUVER'S main landfill site has 
recently been moved further away from the airport, 
and the attraction of birds to garbage has thus become 
less of a hazard. 

However, gulls still frequent the airport, particu¬ 
larly in the morning when they fly in to feed on 
earthworms in the grass, and in the evening when they 
are heading back toward their roosts along the coast 

Canada pioneered the use of radar to detect major 
bird movements, and at the armed forces base at Cold 
Lake, Alta., developed a method of forecasting bird 
movements to some extent. Harris said. 

ALL THESE MEASURES are being copied now in 
West Germany, England, France, Belgium and Hol¬ 
land. 

In the United States, however, a lot remains to be 
done in keeping birds away from runways, according to 
that country's National Wildlife Federation. 

There are about 10,000 collisions a year between 
birds and airplanes in the U.S.. with damage estimated 
at $100 million. However, only 140 deaths can bedlrectly 
attributable to bird-plane mishaps since the first was 
recorded in 1912 

The federation said that most U.S. airports are 
making only "half-hearted efforts to reduce the threat” 
of bird strikes, and it quoted ayiation experts as saying 
it "is only a matter of time before a bird-plane crash of 
appalling proportions takes place somewhere in the 
world. ” 

SLNCE A FOUR-POUND bird struck by a plane 
travelling at 500 miles an hour exerts a force of 80.000 
pounds on impacL the consequences aren’t hard to 
imagine. 

Many airports are vulnerable to bird strikes be¬ 
cause they are along migratory bird flyways and near 
bird habitats, and occasionally, as in the case of 
Kennedy Airport in New York, next to a bird refuge 

The federation rated Kennedy airport, which 
spends $500,000 a year on bird control, as doing one of 
the best jobs in the United States, but said its effort was 
still "inadequate" because the airport doesn't have a 
night patrol, although a high percentage of bird strikes 
occur at night. 

KENNEDY AIRPORT began its bird control pro¬ 
gram after several fightening experiences, the worst of 
which saw 139 passengers on a DC-10 airliner narrowly 
escape burning to death after the plane smashed into a 
flock of gulls on takeoff 

In just one month at Kennedy, seven large jets hit 
birds, requiring the replacement of five engines. 


Private collector 
buys artifacts 


A collection of B.C. Indian artifacts al¬ 
most went to the town of Sidney recently, but 
was sold instead for about $9,000 to a private 
collector on the Saanich Peninsula. 

Antique storeowner and former Sidney 
alderman Gib Baal said Tuesday that he 
sold the artifacts to a private collector who 
did not wish to be identified. 

The town could have bought the collection 
for $6,000. Baal said. The collection would 
have been placed in the Sidney museum. 

The collector who bought the artifacts 
paid under $9,000. Baal said. * 


Baal said he had been assured that the 
artifacts would remain in Canada. 

Baal was an alderman in Sidney from 1975 
tO 1977 

Sidney was prepared to buy the collection 
from Baal in September. 1976 when Baal 
was finance chairman 

Council backed off from the sale when 
then-mayor Peter Malcolm said the sale 
might constitute a conflict because Baal 
would profit from a transaction with the 
town. 

** Sidney municipal clerk Geoff Logan said 
Tuesday the town had recently decided not 
to buy the collection. 


Mika claims golf course 
being covertly enriched

Saanich Aid. John Mika 
said Tuesday there is a cov¬ 
ert operation under way to 
enrich the municipally- 
operated Cedar Hill golf 
course. 

He made the charge during 
a marathon 1978 budget ses 
sion. the second of eight 
planned to complete the bud 
get. and which dealt exclusi¬ 
vely with estimates of the 
parks and recreation depart, 
ment. 

No final figure was arrived 
at as a result of the five-hour 
meeting because council re¬ 
quested additional informa¬ 
tion on several items. 

Mika said because of the 
money being spent on the 
course “we are not doing 
other things we should in the 
recreation field 

“The golf course program 
is being doubled in riches and 
the rest of the community is 
getting uptight because they 
are not getting facilities. 

“There is a covert opera¬ 
tion of enriching the Cedar 
Hill facility,” he charged 

Mika wanted to know if the 
department and the Cedar 
Hill golf course committee 
were attempting to create a 
championship course. 

An angry Aid. Ian Cass, 
committee chairman, told 
Mika: “I don’t like being ac¬ 
cused of handling a covert 
operation." 

The discussion was sparked 
by a request for two parking 
lots to be completed this year 
ai a cost of $35,900 and com 
pletion this year instead of 
next year of a $36,000 under 
ground sprinkler system. 

It was pointed out that $350. 
000 had already been ear¬ 
marked this year for a driving 
range and renovations to the 
clubhouse 

Cass said a new fee struc¬ 
ture would result in a “profit" 
of between $80,000 and $90,000. 


and this combined with reve¬ 
nue from the range could in¬ 
crease revenues next year to 
possibly $140,000. 

Couveller suggested "we 
hold the line" this year be¬ 
cause of the substantial im¬ 
provements carried out at the 
course in the last few years. 


Council agreed to retain 
$32,500 in the budget for im¬ 
provements involving greens 
and tee Construction, drain¬ 
age, tree planting and devel¬ 
opment of pathways, but eli¬ 
minated one of the parking 
lots and the sprinkler system 
and decided to leave the other 


new parking lot with a gravel 
base. 

Council agreed three years 
ago to a five-year course im¬ 
provements program, but al¬ 
dermen agreed that instead 
of the work ending in 1980, it 
should be extended to 1981 or 
even 1982. 


11-year-old girl stabbed 


An 11 -year-old -girl was treated at Royal 
Jubilee Hospital and released Tuesday night 
after being stabbed once in the abdomen 
with a small knife at about 5 p.m. under the 
Douglas Street road overpass near the Town 
and Country shopping centre. 

Saanich police said a 16-year-old juvenile 
had been charged and was in custody. 

Pedestrian underpasses similar to the one 


where the incident occurred can be dan¬ 
gerous because "they are places for de¬ 
viants and exposure artists or people who 
prey on young children to hang out,” a police 
spokesman said after the incident. 

The Douglas Street underpass was once 
used extensively by Mount View high school 
students before the school was moved, he 
said. Comparatively few children now use 
it. 


New housing layout 
for Ten Mile Point 


An application to proceed with a large 
housing development in the Ten Mile Point 
area of Cadboro Bay was submitted to Saan¬ 
ich Tuesday by Broadmead Farms Ltd. 

The proposed development is a fully ser¬ 
viced. comprehensive residential commun¬ 
ity concept incorporating a mixture of 
apartments, single-family dwellings and 
condominiums as part of 210 units on the 
70-acre site. 

The Broadmead Ratepayers’ Association 
executive will meet shortly to discuss the 
proposal. Richard Boss, association presi¬ 
dent. said in an interview. 

Existing subdivision regulations would 
allow the developer to create a subdivision 
of two units per acre—about 130 units—com 
pared with the three units an acre being pro¬ 
posed, he said 

The executive has in the past expressed 
concern over the developer’s proposal to 
change the land use from single-family 
homes to allow condominiums and four- 
storey apartments 

Boss noted that the property is bisected by 


the sewer enterprise area and for the 
development to proceed the sewer boundary 
would have to be changed. 

Homes could be built on 10,000 square-foot 
lots in the sewer enterprise area but the 
one or two acre minimum lot size restriction 
would apply to the rest of the property. 

Said Boss: "We're still adamantly op¬ 
posed to the plan. We are concerned about 
the density and that it’s not in keeping with 
development of Cadboro Bay as w e envision 
it." 

Originally it was planned to build a five 
and an eight-storey building containing 66 
suites as well as 62 townhouses and 82 
single-family homes. The proposal was re 
vamped because of strong protests by area 
residents. 

Mayor Mel Couvelier said engineering 
reports requested by the municipality had 
been completed and the staff seemed satis¬ 
fied with the findings. 

It is expected a public hearing on (lie 
application Arill be held next month

dock move 


A plan by AirWest Airlines 
"To move its operations U> the 
former Ocean Cement site 
was rejected Tuesday by Vic¬ 
toria council’s land-use com¬ 
mittee. 

The proposal called for the 
extension of float plane 
wharves from 120 to 510 feet 
AirWest planned to spend a 
total of $345,000 

But committee chairman 
Aid. Robert Wright said the 
city had no intention of tying 
up the expensive site for use 
as an airplane terminal. 

The city bought the site 
about seven years ago with 
the provincial and federal 
governments for $1.5 million.

Union of the jobless offers lessons in survival

There are. among them, 
university graduates with de¬ 
grees that now seem useless 
in the job market . . trades 
men whose skills won't buy 
tomorrow’s lunch . . . un 
trained persons who have 
simply given up. 

Today at 2 p.m. they will 
gather in one room, together 
for the first time, to try to 
do something about their one 
common enemy—unemploy¬ 
ment 

“I think one thingan orga 
mzation for the unemployed 
can do. at the very least, is 
keep the unemployed in touch 
with each other, teach them 
ibe ways of survival," John 
Luton said Tuesday. 

Luton. 23, is one of those 
instrumental in arranging 
today's meeting for the for¬ 


mation of an ongoing organi¬ 
zation of the unemployed in 
J Greater Victoria. If si)CC£^s- 
ful. it would presumabljrfol- 
low in the footsteps of other 
similar Canadian bodies, 
such as the Greater Vancou¬ 
ver Union of the Unemployed. 

The support groups have 
been spawned in most cases 
by organized labor to help 
cope with the worsening na 
tional malady of unemploy¬ 
ment which has left more 
than one million Canadians 
without jobs. 

Luton’s interest is more 
than organizational. He is one 
of the victims. 

He is a political science 
graduate who left the Univcr 
sity of Victoria a year ago 
convinced, he says, that op 
porlunity was out there wait 
Ing for him somewhere. 

"I travelled for about five 
months—my parents were in 
the Middle East—and when I 


came back last October 1 ex 
pected to find work fairly 
easily. I'd worked in the civil 
service and had experience, I 
thought something would turn 
up In research, or in journal¬ 
ism." 

What did turn up. accord¬ 
ing to Luton, were a batch of 
dead-end job applications and 
a few weeks as a temporary . 
worker at the UVic library 

The idea of a union for the 
area unemployed came origi¬ 
nally from the Victoria Labor 
Council. Luton was one of the 
few unemployed persons who 
showed any interest at that 
lime in working with union¬ 
ists to try to find solutions 
to the problem. 

But, more recently, the ap¬ 
athy that greeted the early 
attempts has disappeared 

Luton- says last week's un 
employment march on the 
B.C. Legislature has fanned 
interest. The rally, backed by_ 


labor, has been written off 
my many as an exercise in fu¬ 
tility. 

"People who have conlact-

ed me and who are interested 
in forming an organization 
were motivated by that dem¬ 
onstration." Luton says. 

lie says there are a number 
of ways an organization of the 
unemployed can offer help. 

"It is a matter of getting 
together for moral support 
But beyond that, those with 
more experience can be 
help to others. For instance^ 
they can help people witb 
such things as UIC applies 
lions, 1 can show them how to 
cope with bureaucratic red 
tape. .. 

“And it is something that 
might help beat the state of 
depression you find. If you go 
looking for a job when you're 
depressed, nobody is going to 
hire you. But just the same, if 
you've been out of work for 
some time you become de 
pressed. And there isn’t much 
you can do about it on your 


mg / 
irt. ‘ 
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Another vital reason for an 
ongoing program, he says, is 
the need to “make sure the 
unemployment problem re¬ 
mains in the public eye " 
"Eventually you're going 
to get the government's re¬ 
spect. If not. when election 
lime comes up you are going 
to do something about it.” 

So far, both provincial and 
federal government response 
has been bad, Lutoh says. 

He considers the job crea 
tion programs offered in the 
provincial throne speech to 
be nothing more than a 
"sham.” 

“1 can't see how this govern¬ 
ment expects to create Jobs 
while holding the line on 
spending at the same time." 

When they meet today in 
the Rayment room at the 
Quadra Street Union Centre, 
the unemployed will—In 
Luton's words—expose them 
selves to a "brainstorming 


session" aimecTat finding

Luton says those who have 
voiced interest in forming an 
organization include fellow 
graduates wi)o can’t find 
work, as well as a mixture of 
skilled and unskilled unem¬ 
ployed persons.

The rate In Victoria stands at 
close to 10 per cent. But labor 
leaders have said the.un¬ 
official count. Including the 
"hidden unemployed," would 
increase the official figures 
by about one third. 

During the rally at the leg¬ 
islative buildings, B.C. Fed¬ 
eration of Labor president 
George Johnston told the 
demonstrators that 37 to 40 
perspns are chasing each job 
that becomes available in 
B.C.

AUGUSTA, Ga. (Reuter) 
— Jack Nicklaus, ax usual, is 
rated the man to beat but 
otherwise change is in the 
blossom-scented air of the 
venerated Masters golf tour¬ 
nament. 

Nicklaus is in his accus¬ 
tomed role of favorite even 
though he has played in only 
five tournaments this year 
But he won two of those and 
came second in two more, 
prompting a fellow profes 
sional to remark that he had 
become a "legend in his 
spare time." 

But the .18-.vear-old "Gol¬ 
den Bear" faces stiff compe¬ 
tition as he bids to win his 
sixth green jacket, the trea¬ 
sured symbol of the cham¬ 
pion over the hallowed Au¬ 
gustus National Course. The 
event begins Thursday. 

Top of the pack is Tom 
Watson, the freckle-faced 
pretender who edged out 
Nicklaus in two face-to-face 
confrontations last year In 
the Masters and the British 
Open Indeed. Watson was 
considered favorite until a 
month ago on the strength of 
his early season victories in 
the Tucson Open and the Bing 
Crosby tournament at Pebble 
Beach. Calif. 

But Watson missed the cut 
in two of the last three events 
he played while Nicklaus 
went on to win one of them, 
the Tournament Players 
Championship. 

Hubert Green, the current 
U.S. Open champion. Is also 
highly regarded after win¬ 
ning two events this year to 
take over the second spot in 
the money winners list be¬ 
hind Nicklaus and ahead nf 
Watson. 

Hale Irwin, who won the 
1974 U.S. Open, Is also in with 
a real chance. He has played 
consistently well this year 
and Is In fourth spot In thd 
1978 earnings list. 

Ben Crenshaw has also 
been in fine form, as has Tom 
Wclskopf, who has never won 
the Masters but has been 
runner-up four times. 

The players aside, this 


year s Masters sees the start 
of a new era. For the first 
lime, neither of the man who 
founded the event will be 
present, except in spirit. 

For last Sept. 29 Cliff Ro¬ 
berts, the organizational 
driving force behind the 
event, ended his life with a 
self-inflicted gunshot blast 
He joined in death the other 
co-founder, immortal golfing 
great Bobby Jones, who died 
after a long illness in 1971. 

Another link with the past 
was severed with the death at 
93, just one day before that of 
Roberts, of Jock Hutchison, 
the 1921 British Open cham¬ 
pion who served as honorary 
starter in traditionally get¬ 
ting the Masters under way. 

Only the previous year the 
other co-starter, Freddie 
Mcleod. also died To the 
Masters they were irreplace¬ 
able and in future the post of 
honorary starter will be left 
empty. 

Even the course itself, laid 
out by Scottish architect Dr. 
AJister MacKenzie .in the 
early 1930s, has undergone 
change, albeit of a minor 
sorl. 

The club has purchased 5 1 , 
acres of land adjoining the 
course and has redesigned 
ihe second tee to make the 
hole, as the club says, "a 
more realistic par-5." 


This year's tournament 
marks not just the end of an 
old era. but also the start of a 
new one in the shape of the 
rise of Spain as a golfing 
power. Of the 11 foreign play¬ 
ers invited, three are from 
Spain, which has won the 
World Cup two years in a 
row. 

There is the immensely ta 
lented Severiano Ballesteros, 
who is not yet 21. but who is 
already a veteran on the in 
ternatinnal scene.

EVERY ANGLER sometimes thinks about keeping a 
particular fish as a mounted trophy. It could be a big fish, or 
simply an unusual specimen. It could be one of the monster 
Chinooks off Sooke waters, a fine steelhead, a prized small- 
mouth bass, or a Cowichan River brown trout. 

Whatever the reason, mounted fish do make handsome 
displays in office or den. 

Pedder Bay Marina is now acting as agent for Gordon R. 
Calam. Surrey taxidermist, who is ready to mount fish the 
exciting new realistic method, just like the one B.C. Salmon 
Derby winner Ken Moyes got as a prize with his 44.16-pound 
SecretaryJsland Chinook 

But, you must preserve your trophy fish in excellent 
condition for delivery to a taxidermist. Here are some 
suggestions: 

Use a landing net if possible; never club the fish. That 
could damage the bony structure of the head and make it 
difficult to obtain a life-like mount 

Don’t let the fish flop around loose in the boat. It’ll lose 
scales and the final mount will be unattractive, fin best 
method is to place the fish on ice in a large chest. 

Don’t clean the fish. The most common damage to 
Irophy fish comes from improper cleaning. A taxidermist 
will find it difficult to rebuild a fish that hawbeen split down 
the belly. (He usually makes an incision on the side where it 
won’t show when the fish is mounted.) 

Freeze the fish carefully. Use cardboard to protect the 
fins and tail. Wrap the fish only In plastic. Never use 
newspaper, since it will probably stick to the scales when the 
fish is thawed and could pull them loose. 

How much will it cost? Here is a rough idea: up to 36 
pounds. 83.50 an inch; 30 to 40 pounds, 84 an inch; 40 to 50 
pounds. 84.50 an inch: 50 to 60 pounds. 85 an inch: more 
than 60 pounds, 85.50 an inch.

“While it will take approxi¬ 
mately 10,500 paid admis¬ 
sions per game to support a 
NHL franchise, we have de¬ 
termined. as owners and in¬ 
vestors, that we are willing to 
take our chances on achiev¬ 
ing that average atten¬ 
dance," Schnitzer said. 

The Aeros have averaged 
5.900 per game this season. 
Two years ago they sold 5,832 
season tickets, but figures for 
this season fell to 3,250. 

Schnitzer said the ticket 
sales campaign must depend 
a great deal on corporate 
backing and also on media 
exposure. 

Buyers are being asked to 
pay down only 10 per cent of 
the ticket price which runs 
from (4 50 to (10.50 per game. 
Funds will be held In escrow 
In the Texas Commerce Bank 
and will be refunded if sales 
fail to reach 7,000.

Schnitzer also admitted

"But in view of the fact that 
John Dutton was issued an 
incorrect fine list, the PCRC 
had no choice but to reach the 
conclusion it did," the state¬ 
ment said. 

The players-club relations 
committee, consisting of two 
players representing the 
union and two owners repre¬ 
senting management, made 
the decision Monday but it 
was not announced until both 
parties were notified Tues¬ 
day.

Golf officials issued stopwatches 


AUGUSTA, Ga. CAP) — slow play on the pro golf tour, 
to be judged and administered by officials bearing 
stopwatches, could result in drastic action up to and 
including fines of $1,000 and suspension from tournament 
competition, PGA tour commissioner Deane Beman said 
Tuesday. 

He said he and the tournament policy board—the 
governing body for the tour—are taking “drastic, stem 
and Immediate action.” to improve the pace of play in 
regular tour events. 

The move, he said, follows a lengthy time-study of tour 
events and subsequent action by the policy board setting 
up rules governing the pace of play. 

Slow play, he said, “is a continuing concern." 

“It is a considerable detriment to the tour and the game 
of golf." 

Should players be found to be taking too much lime— 


and he admitted this would be a judgment call by officials 
who fflfce been Issued stopwatches—the first offence 
would call for a $200 fine. 

A second offence in a 12-month period also would bring 
a $200 fine. A third offence In the 12-month period carries 
an automatic fine of $1,000 and suspension from three 
tournaments. 

Those penalties, he said, are in addition to—and not 
necessarily connected with—the assessment of two 
strokes for slow play. 

"The two-stroke penalty is a rule of golf.” he said. "We 
do not want to interfere with the rules of golf. This is an 
additional guideline for the conduct of the tour.” 

The new rules will go into effect within two weeks, after 
the tour's membership is informed in writing. Beman 
said. 


Unprecedented offer extended Ballesteros 


AUGUSTA. Ga. (AP) — Se¬ 
veriano Ballesteros, the dy¬ 
namic young Spaniard who 
won last week's Greater 
Greensboro Open, is unsure 
whether to accept a prece¬ 
dent-setting invitation to join 
the U.S. pro golf tour. 

The invitation to compete 
on the tour, foregoing the ne¬ 
cessity to pass the qualifying 
school, was extended to Bal¬ 
lesteros after a decison by the 
tour's policy board. 

Tour commissioner Deane 
Beman said Ballesteros. 21. 
the youngest man to win a 
tour title in 15 years, has 60 
days in which to accept or 
decline the invitation, 
citation to compete in next 
week's Tournament of Cham¬ 
pions in Carlsbad. Calif. 

He was unsure about future 
American play, however. "I 
am very flattered, very gra¬ 


tified. to be given the invita¬ 
tion,” he said through an in¬ 
terpreter. "But I am invited 
to all the tournaments in Eu¬ 
rope and Japan. They have 
been very nice to me. If 1 play 
in America I cannot play in 


the European and Japanese 
tournaments. I must consider 
it." 

Ballesteros, the leading 
player in Europe for the last 
two seasons despite his 
youth, tried and failed the 


American tour's qualifying 
school in 1975. 

As a non-tour player. Bal¬ 
lesteros is allowed to com¬ 
pete in only three American 
tour tournaments.

MOSCOW — Lipstick, mas¬ 
cara. nail polish, face powder, 
and good perfume — Soviet 
nomen are hunting for them 
high and low 

But so far they hunt mostly 
In vain. The country is in the 
grip of a cosmetic shortage 
i hat has brought disappoint¬ 
ment to countless shoppers, 
indignant letters to magi 
sines, and apologies from So¬ 
viet officials 

“Nyet." said a dark-haired, 
gray-uniformed sales assis- 
lanl wearily the other day as 
shopper after shopper In one 
of Moscow’s most popular 
cosmetic shops asked for lip¬ 
stick. 

"Have you sold out or are 
you wailing for more?" asked 
one woman loudly. 

"We are always waiting for 
It. " was the reply. Some shop¬ 
pers said they had not beed 
able to buy good lipstick for 
iwo years. 

Later, another proudly pro¬ 
duced a tube of Western-made 
lipstick she had been given by 
an American woman three 
years ago. She uses R seldom 
and sparingly, to make K last. 

The scene was the same at a 
much smaller neighborhood 
cosmetics shop about two 
miles away. The shop was 
filled with men looking for 
gifts to celebrate Woman’s 
Day (March 8 ), a national 
holiday here. No lipstick, no 
mascara, no eye shadow 

One item was selling well: a 
brown plastic compact called 
"Yelena" and bearing Ihe 
names ’’Moscow’’ and 

Paris." Inside was a dark 
face powder made under a 
Soviet-French joint project

Bo- 
drikova. Last year only halt 
Ihe lipstick ordered had ac- 
lually been made, she said, as 
well as one-third of the mas¬ 
cara and one-eighth of the eye 
shadow. 

Major factories in Tashkenl 
and Krasnodar (near the 
Black Sea) were out of artion 
for reconstruction and other 


In the popular store called 
Siren on Moscow’s Kalinin 
Prospect, plenty of “Red Mo 
scow” and “Red Flower" 
perfume was available, at up 
to 12 rubles ($17.56) for the 
largest size. 

Another senior official, V. 
A Lazko, told Rabotnitsa that 
lipstick production would be 
boosted by 15 million pieces 
this year Factories in both 
Tashkent and Krasnodar 
were working again. A facto¬ 
ry in Riga could produce 25 
million pieces of lipstick a 
year on an automated line. 

And France is being asked 
tor more help in producing 
lipstick, powder, and nail pol¬ 
ish here. 

Ten million more bottles of 
nail polish are to be produced 

"The figures are impres¬ 
sive." said the Rabotnitsa ar 
tide, "but who can tell us if 
the demand for cosmetics will 
be satisfied?" 

Officials don’t even know 
what that demand is. 

"The real need was not de¬ 
fined" in time, said one re¬ 
search official. B. A. Solo¬ 
vyov. That was why the 
trouble existed now. he said.

, "Also, buyers should know 
in advance how much money 
they are willing to spend on a 
pool whether it be in-ground, 
above-ground or indoors.

Church said more and more 
pool owners are turning to 
solar heating for their already 
installed pools. 

He said indoor pools are 
becoming more popular—al¬ 
beit more expensive than an 
outdoor type—because Cana- 
dians want to enjoy the 
healthy exercise 12 months a 
year.

AFTER 75 YEARS 

Position 
unchanged 
for women 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Despite 75 years of 
struggle for equal rights, women are no better 
off than before, a University of British Columbia 
professor said last week. 

Dr. Charles Humphries told a seminar of the 
Progressive Conserv ative Women’s Association 
that the position of women in the Canadian 
economy nj^R't improved at all over the years. 

Women joined the economy as assistants to 
the farmer, said Dr. Humphries, “when she was 
his unpaid laborer and unpaid producer of chil¬ 
dren.” 

In the early 1900s the women moved to paid 
jobs and generally became domestics with poor 
pay, he said. 

Using Manitoba as an example because it 
lies in the centre of the country, Dr. Humphries 
said that "in the 1900s, 75 per cent of all do¬ 
mestics and clerks were women, and in 1975 that 
ratio was exactly the same.” 

“Women are considered unreliable in the 
work force because most secure a job only to pay 
off the mortgage, buy a new or second car and 
to have a little extra cash,” he said. "They 
seldom have an employment goal."

an infection, like tonsillitis, 
cause acne to flare up? —8.O. 

Pus-producing Infections 
can play a part, especially in 
cystic acne. Emotional 
stress, which ipay accom¬ 
pany any Illness, can also 
contribute to a flare up. So 
can drugs of the bromide or 
iodide variety. Since many 
medicines contain these sub¬ 
stances, you have to be on the 
lookout for them on labels.

Yesterday we were discussing the 
annual spring cleaning of the lawn, and 
if you remember, we got as far as 
raking (twice), mowing (very close) 
and taking out any bumps and hollows 
left by winter frost. 

In many lawns, this clean-up will 
reveal a raiher thin and patchy stand of 
grass, and often a closer examination 
will show considerable moss in the 
lawn. 

I get quite a few letters throughout 
the year complaining of moss in the 
lawn, and most of these folks ask me to 
recommend some chemical preparation 
which can be applied to the lawn to kill 
the moss without damage to the grass 

Actually, there are several good 
moss killers on the market, most of 
them mixtures of ammonium sulphate 
and iron sulphate, but while they will 
drive out the moss temporarily, it 
doesn't get at the underlying cause of 
the trouble. 

You see. moss In the lawn is a symp¬ 
tom not a trouble in itself, and it indi¬ 
cates something wrong with the soil. It 
could be impoverished soil, a compact¬ 
ed soil, or a sour, stagnant soil, or it 
could be a little of all three. 

Killing the moss with chemicals is 
rather like taking aspirin for appendi¬ 
citis; you could perhaps suppress the 
symptoms — the bellyache—temporar¬ 
ily, but it doesn't get at the cause of the 
trouble. 


One common cause of moss Is sour 
soil, and when I use the word "sour" I 
don't mean “acid," which is something 
quite different and quite desirable in 
fine lawns. A sour soil Is one lacking air. 

One reason for a sour, stagnant soil 
is poor drainage, and in an established 
lawn, there Isn’t much you can do about 
this — the drainage should have been 
assured before the lawn was put down 

II is obvious that when the lawn soil 
Is full ol water, it cannot also be full of 
air — the water drives the air out — 
hence the sour, stagnant condition, with 
the grass moving out and the moss 
moving in. 

Another and much more common 
cause of sourness and moss is a too- 
compacted surface, where the ground is 
so beaten down by weather or traffic or 
so choked up with dead grass that no air 
can get through to the roots. 

The cure for this condition is ridicu¬ 
lously simple — you Just punch holes 
through the sod to allow the air to enter 
through the sealed surface to the roots 
below. I don't know of any one single 
operation that has such a dramatic 
effect upon the health and well-being of 
a lawn as aerating it in this way. 

If your lawit is big and you live In 
town, you can hire a man to come in 
with a motor-driven machine for punch¬ 
ing the necessary bolea in the sod. 

However, If expense is a factor or if 
your lawn is a small one. there Is no 


reason why you shouldn't do the job bv 

hand. 

There are several hand tools made 
for this work. One is a hollow-tined 
aerating fork, a neat little gadget that 
punches clean-cut holes through the sod 
when you push it down with your fool 
The cores of soil are deposited on the 
lawn surface, where they crumble away 
after a few days exposure to the 
weather. I own my own aerating fork, 
but I imagine one could be rented from 
an equipment rental firm. 

Failing these, you can do quite a fair 
job with just an ordinary digging fork. 
Push the tines down to a depth of about 
five inches, then waggle the handle to 
enlarge the holes. Repeat every six 
iijches until the whole lawn has been 
done. 

1 should warn you this is a miserable, 
monotonous, backbreaking chore, and 
before your lawn is even half done, 
you'll wish you had never started. 

As you know, I have a constitutional 
aversion to physical labor of any kind, 
and Invariably, as I reach the halfway 
mark while aerating my lawn, I vow it 
can go back to cow pasture before I ever 
touch an aerating fork again. 

And just as regularly, as the lawn 
greens up and thickens, and I bask in 
the admiration and envy of my neigh 
bors, 1 get out my little aerating fork 
and start punching air holes in the back 
lawn too!

Americans are fond of regarding 
themselves as a ruttWited, if not highly 
cultured, nation. They call themselves 
"developed" or “advanced.” in com 
parison with the struggling countries of 
ihe Third World. 

Yet the values they subscribe to 
I rather than just talk about) seem not to 
be so wonderfully developed or ad 
vanced, except In material terms. And 
perhaps the moat objective scale of 
values resides in a country's tax code, 
where the buck Anally stops. 

If an American painter sells a work 
to a purchaser for $5,000, and the 
purchaser then donates the work to a 
museum, or a university, or a charity, 
he can deduct the price he paid for Ihe 
painting as a charitable contribution 

But if the same painter gives Ihe 
same work directly to any of these same 
Institutions. he can deduct only the few 
dollars it cost him for canvas and painl 
•k 

V ■{■ 
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So the rich man with the money to 
purchase the painting can become a 
gracious "patron” of the arts and get a 
full tax deduction, while the creator Is 
barred from doing the same. 

If a merchant donatei a caae of 
goods to a benefit, he can deduct the full 
cost of the goods to him. But if an author 
gives a free lecture to a benefit, be 
cannot write off hit normal fee for 
lecturing; in fact, he can deduct nothing 
of his contribution for tax purposes. 

If a composer sells his original man¬ 
uscript to a collector, the collector can 
give it to a university and receive a 
deduction in the full amount he paid for 
the score. If Ihe composer directly pre¬ 
sents the score to the university, he 
is credited with nothing except a fine 
character. 

If a play producer gives the settings 
or costumes of a show that has fun its 
course to a charitable group, he can 


recoup much of his cost through a tax 
deduction. But if an actor in that same 
show gives a benefit performance to 
lhat same charitable group, even 
though he may normally be paid $1,000 a 
performance, he receives no tax credil 
for his charitable contrihatfon, beyond 
his taxi fare to the theatre. 

1 am not suggesting that ail these 
things be made tax-deductible; maybe 
aone of them should be, and everyone 
should give because he recognizes the 
need and wants to do a good deed. But if 
we are going to offer a tax break, why 
always to the material object and not 
the creative effort? We seem to be 
saying that what is Important, what 
deserves consideration, is the cash thal 
has changed hands, not the artistic im 
pulse or labor or ability or even its 
market value. - 

None of this sounds very developed 
or advanced to me. It sounds retarded

Daon. a real estate giant 
which showed total revenue 
in 1977 of $155,743,000 and 
net income of $10,551,000. 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
misleading advertising 
through Vancouver lawyer 
Ronald Stern, who appeared 
before Judge Fred Green. 

The charge arose from a 
Ian. 20. 1977, advertisement 
m the Victoria Times which 
referred to eight-per-cent 
mortgages available on town 
houses at Montreal and Niag¬ 
ara in the James Bay district 
Crown counsel Digby Kier. 
head of the criminal investi 
cation branch of the federal 
mstice department in Van 
rouver. said an unsuspecting 
purchaser found the mort¬ 
gage wasn’t eight per cent 
but was really 1014- to 10*4- 
per cent. Kier said the Assis- 
lance Home Ownership Pro 
gram (AHOP) interest-re¬ 
duction loan had an effect of 
an eight-per-ceht mortgage 
but that the difference be 
nveen the actual interest rate 
and the AHOP rate was pay¬ 
able after a five-year period. 

Stem told the court the ad 
\ertiscment was made in re¬ 
liance on a Canadian Mort 
cage and Housing Corp 
tCMHC) brochure. He said 
Bell and Montgomery Adver¬ 
tising-Ltd.. an ad agency 
hired by Daon. had been in 
vtructed that all ads should 
comply with the law and that 
the agency followed the gov : 
eminent brochure in making 
up the ad. 

Stem said no purchaser 
was actually misled and that 
any purchaser who did go 
through with the purchase 
had the (AHOP) program ex¬ 
plained to him or her. 

He asked Green to consider 
a nominal fine because the 
conviction itself—the first 
criminal conviction for Daon 
- was penalty enough. 

Kier, who noted first-quar 
ter revenue for Daon in 1977 
uas $ 81.2 million and profits 
for the same period were 
$7.24 million, said the crown 
proceeded by summary con¬ 
viction and that the maxi¬ 
mum penalty was $25,000 
and/or one year in jail. He 
a'ked for a "fairly substan¬ 
tial” fine, which he said was 
needed to deter others. 

Stem replied that Daon of

The author of a compre¬ 
hensive report on improving 
efficiency in the fish and 
wildlife branch says Recre¬ 
ation and Conservation Min¬ 
ister Sam Bawlf has done 
little to Implement recom¬ 
mendations in the report. 

W. Winston Mair says In an 
exclusive interview in the 
March Issue of B.C. Outdoors 
magazine that "little is being 
done” by Bawlf to rectify 
problems pointed out In the 
report, released last Octo¬ 
ber. 


Attempts to reach Bawlf 
for comment on Tuesday 
were unsuccessful. 

Mair’s report made 56 rec¬ 
ommendations’. Including 
widespread structural 
changes and new legislation 
to give the organization more 
clout in habitat protection. 

Mair was commissioned to 
prepare the report, which 
also called for a doubling of 
the branch's budget. 

“I handed In my report on 
time at the end of March but 
it was not until the 21st of 


October that it was released 
and by that time it was old 
hat."

Shepherd said Menger told 
him, “Someone Is shooting 
and killing my friends.” 

In earlier testimony, Ed 
Menger told how he and his 
(our friends were attacked as 
they sat sipping beer beside 
the river. 

"All of a sudden I heard a 
shot.” he said, “and I turned 
my head. I saw the gunman 
and I ran to my right along 
the river bank." 

He said he scrambled up 
onto the roadway and looked 
back, but was unable to see 
the gunman.

Menger said he thought he 
heard a total of six to seven 
shots fired in a very short 
period of time.

Madsen was also identified 
by a service station operator 
from Aldergrove, near the

The operator pointed at 
Madsen when asked to iden¬ 
tify the man who drove the

Earlier, John Guliker iden¬ 
tified a blue sweater as one 
that he and his wife had 
bought as a gift for their 
daughter Leola. The sweater, 
found by an RCMP diver near 
the scene of the slayings, had 
four holes or slashes in it. 

Guliker also Identified 
pieces of a shell necklace as 
similar to one he bought in 
Hawaii as a gift for Iris 
daughter.

UIC means test looming 


OTTAWA (CP) - The gov¬ 
ernment plans to study use of 
a means test to establish eli¬ 
gibility of unemployment in¬ 
surance claimants while the 
official Opposition considers 
a proposal to eliminate the 
whole insurance program. 

Employment Minister Bud 
Cullen said in an interview 
Tuesday that an internal ad¬ 
visory council would be asked 
to study the Idea of a means 
test which would bar high-in- 
come earners from receiving 
unemployment insurance 
benefits. No income cutoff 
like had been suggested. 
(CULLEN SAID he person¬ 
ally did not favor the propos¬ 
al, but had been hearing com¬ 
plaints from the public across 
the country about Individuals 
with annual incomes higher 
than $20,000 receiving bene¬ 
fits and he “can't just dismiss 
it out of hand." 

"There is hardly a place 
you go where that question 
doesn’t arise.” 

Joe Morris, retiring presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Labor 
Congress, said in Quebec City 
that the government w ould be 
wrong to apply a means test 
for unemplovment insurance. 

"PEOPLE WHO pay for it 
ought to be entitled to it. no 
matter what their level of 
salary," Morris said at the 
CLC policy convention. 

"That's what the theory of 
insurance is." 

Cullen first mentioned the 
plan in the Commons in reply 


to Bill Clarke (PC-Vancouver 
Quadra) who suggested an 
individual's entitlement to 
benefits be based on his an¬ 
nual income. He complained 
of abuse in the system that 
led to a ripoff of taxpayers. 

In an interview, Clarke 
said he planned to propose 
the Conservative party adopt 
a policy of advocating elimi¬ 
nation of the system as an 
insurance program because 
“it's really already welfare 
now." 

CLARKE SAID some self- 
employed individuals, pen¬ 
sioners and others were con¬ 
tributing to the unemploy¬ 
ment insurance fund now 
through taxes but they were 
not entitled to benefits, and 
this was unfair. 

A government official said 
1977 figures showed an esti¬ 
mated $3.9 billion in benefits 
was paid out and the program 
cost $238 million to adminis¬ 
ter. Contributions to the 
fund from employers totalled 
about $1.1 billion, from em¬ 
ployees about $1 billion and 
from government about $1.7 
billion. i 

UNDER CLARKE'S 
scheme, unemployment in¬ 
surance premiums would be 
eliminated and payments to 
the unemployed, based on a 
means test, would be made 
out of general tax revenues. 
He estimates half of the $4 
billion cost of the program 
now came from general rev¬ 
enues. 


Under the present system, 
employers and employees 
contribute weekly to the fund 
and an individual must have 
worked between 10 and 14 
weeks to be eligible for bene¬ 
fits. The length of benefits 
depends on the amount of 
time the claimant worked 
and benefits amount to (0% 
per cent of the person's in¬ 
surable earnings. 

CURRENTLY, employees 
are required to pay $1.50 per 
week for every $100 of insur¬ 
able earnings, up to a maxi¬ 
mum of $240. Employers 
must pay $2.10 per $100 of 
insurable earnings. The max¬ 
imum weekly insurance ben¬ 
efit is $160. 

Clarke said payment of 
benefits to highly-paid sea¬ 
sonal workers seemed to 
knock the spirit of the pro¬ 
gram he said was designed to 
create an income bridge be-., 
tween Jobs for the temporari¬ 
ly unemployed who couldn't 
make ends meet. 

Cullen said his first reac¬ 
tion to complaints like this 
was, “Yes, that doesn't seem 
right.” But cutting higher- 
paid workers from benefits 
would mean cutting their ob¬ 
ligation to make payments, 
and this would medfi losing 
the insurance principle in the 
system. 

HIS PROPOSAL will go be¬ 
fore the future Canada em¬ 
ployment and immigration 
advisory council, which is to 
include representatives of 


management, labor and the 
public. The council, disband¬ 
ed last summer as new em¬ 
ployment department legisla¬ 
tion was before Parliament, 
is soon to be re-established. 

CULLEN SAID the council 
will study a variety of propos¬ 
als to change the program. 
He said some groups found 
the eligibility requirement 
too high or too low, others 
found the benefits too high, 
and some complained about a 
two-week waiting period for 
benefits. '. 

In the case of the means 
test and other proposals. Cul¬ 
len said he “would have to be 
convinced it was in the best 
interest of the program" be¬ 
fore taking new plans to cabi¬ 
net. 

MEANWHILE, Clarke and 
other members of the Con¬ 
servative party’s social 
policy committee plan to re¬ 
fine Opposition proposals 
about the program and put 
them before the party caucus 
as soon as possible. 

Senate move

OTTAWA (CP) — The 
Commons seat of Stanley 
Haidasz, former minister of 
multlculturism who recently 
was appointed to the Senate, 
has been declared vacant. 
The empty Parkdale, Ont., 
seat joins 10 other vacancies 
in the 264-seat House. 


Quietly 
back 
in B.C. 


PRINCE GEORGE (CP) — 
Psychiatrist Dr. William 
Kyne, who last November left 
the city without any psychiat¬ 
ric practitioners to make 
more money in Toronto, has 
quietly resumed his practice 
here. 

Although Kyne refysed to 
speak to reporters, his secre¬ 
tary confirmed that he was 
practising under the Medical 
Services Plan of British Co¬ 
lumbia. 

Kyne had announced his 
departure in a dramatic let¬ 
ter to a local newspaper, say : 
Ing that under the provincial 
medical plan he could clear 
only $30,000 a year in Prince 
George despite 16 -hour work¬ 
ing days and a gross Income 
of $80,000. 

Kyne said he was moving to 
Toronto, because he could 
earn $120,000 a year in pri¬ 
vate practice dealing mainly 
with business executives. 


Nuclear fear lingers 
for people of North 


OTTAWA (CP) — After 
spending $6 million and more 
than two months searching 
for fragments of a Soviet nu¬ 
clear-powered satellite, the 
defence department has re¬ 
covered a basketful of 
metal—enough for a case 
against the Soviet Union, but 
not enough to eliminate 
health hazards in the North, 
says Defence Minister Bar¬ 
ney Danson. 

Danson said Tuesday the 
department was still not sure 
that all pieces of the radioac¬ 
tive core of the Soviet Cos¬ 
mos satellite that fell over 
the Northwest Territories 
had been recovered. 

Northerners would have to 
take care not to “go around 
picking up spare pieces of 
metal” for years to come, he 
said. They would have to 
check with the RCMP when 
discovering metal pieces— 
"it will have to be a way of 
life up there.” 

Earlier, the minister told 
the Commons defence com¬ 
mittee that the armed forces 
would be making recommen¬ 
dations soon on how intensely 


the search should be contin¬ 
ued. 

The satellite disintegrated 
over the Great Slave Lake 
region In the Northwest Ter¬ 
ritories Jan. 24. 

The external affairs de¬ 
partment has informed the 
Soviet Union It will be pres¬ 
enting a bill for the search 
effort and environmental 
damage. The government 
has not yet submitted a bill 
because search efforts have 
not been completed. 

Danson said the Soviet 
Union was prepared to accept. 
its obligations. 

But a Soviet note to the 
external affairs department 
Feb. 20 carefully avoided ac¬ 
cepting Canadian claims that 
pieces recovered by the de¬ 
fence department were from 
the Cosmos satellite. The So¬ 
viet note said the objects re¬ 
covered were “presumed by 
the Canadian side” to be 
from the satellite. 

The defence minister said 
the armed forces had spent $6 
million so far on the search 
operation and the energy de¬ 
partment another $1 million. 


There was no figure yet on 
costs to the RCMP and the 
health department. 

There were signs that some 
pepper-cora-sized fragments > 
were from the nuclear core of 
the Soviet satellite, Danson 
said, but this was a scientific 
judgment and not yet scien¬ 
tific fart. 

Danson told the committee I 
that "some small pieces have 
been picked up and if anyone 
were exposed for a time, that 
would constitute a health haz¬ 
ard." 

Admiral Robert Falls, 
chief of defence staff, said he 
would guess the amount of 
radioactivity was “very 
small indeed." 

C.R. Nixon, deputy defence 
minister, said there was not 
much problem if the frag¬ 
ments fell in thick wilderness 
where there were no humans 
and little animal life, but 
there would be risks if the 
metal pieces fell near ham¬ 
lets. 

The department was mak¬ 
ing careful sweeps near ham¬ 
lets in the North to ensure 
there was no serious health 
problem.-

Bar blasts Ottawa secrecy 


OTTAWA (CP) - It Is not 
possible to judge the federal 
government's performance 
because of its mania for se¬ 
crecy, the Canadian Bar As¬ 
sociation says. 

With so many documents, 
reports and studies stamped 
confidential, the public is un¬ 
able to know what its elected 
officials are doing and think¬ 
ing, the association says in a 
brief to a joint Commons- 
Senate committee studying 
freedom of information. 

"The veil of secrecy that 
•-urrounds governments in 
this country interferes with 
the inherent rights of the indi¬ 
vidual in a democratic so¬ 
ciety.'' 

The association recom 


Students 
may work 
to learn 

The city of Victoria is con¬ 
sidering a proposal by the 
University of Victoria for a 
co-operative education pro¬ 
gram which would see geo¬ 
graphy department students 
interrupt their studies for 13- 
week “work terms” in relat¬ 
ed fields. 

The university proposes to 
place students in government 
and private-sector jobs for 
periods of between 13 and 
16 weeks to give them an 
opportunity of getting practi¬ 
cal experience in a field re¬ 
lated to their studies. 

Peter Murphy, associate 
professor of the university's 
geography department, told 
a meeting of city council’s 
public works committee 
Tuesday that the city would 
also benefit from such a pro¬ 
gram. 

He said the city would get 
“first-class temporary work¬ 
ers" who were highly-moti¬ 
vated, and the city would 
have a chance to take part In 
the university's education 
program. 

He said students could be 
placed in the planning, engi¬ 
neering, recreation and traf¬ 
fic departments. 

The committee referred 
the proposal to city manager 
James Bramley for consider¬ 
ation and a recommendation 
to council.

The bar association said 
the courts should decide be¬ 
cause ministers could hardly 
be classified as disinterested. 

Jacques Viau, association 
president, said, “In our sys¬ 
tem of government, tbe 
courts should be the final ar¬ 
biter for decisions on the ex¬ 
ercise of constitutional or 
civil rights."

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Girl valued at $25,000 


VANCOUVER (CP) - The 
future value to a Chinese 
mother of her daughter, 
killed in a traffic mishap on 
her 14th birthday, was placed 
this week at $25,000. 

Adeline Lai had sued Surglt 
Kor Gill and Ivor Mllburn 
following a two-car mishap 
May 13,1978, In which pedes¬ 
trian Linda Lai was struck as 
she crossed a south Vancou¬ 
ver intersection on her way to 
school. 


Mr. Justice Thomas Berger 
held that Milbum. the driver 
of one vehicle, was two-thirds 
to blame and Gill, the driver 
of the other, one-third. 

The girl's mother, who is 
estranged from her husband, 
sued under the British Co¬ 
lumbia Families Compensa¬ 
tion Act. 

She told the B.C. Supreme 
Court judge that under Chi¬ 
nese custom. Chinese chil¬ 
dren looked after their par¬ 


ents in their old age. and that^ 
Linda had said repeatedly 
this was her Intention when 
she grew up. 

"It has been said that 
nowadays the state is expect¬ 
ed to undertake the care of 
aged parents," Berger said. 
“Mrs. Lai and Mrs. Wong 
(the girl's aunt)' insist that 
this Is not so in their family 
and I accept their evidence in 
this regard.” 

The court heard that Mrs. 


Lai had raised Linda and two 
other children, that the girl 
was a good student, that at 
home she helped her mother 
with housework and some¬ 
times took care of her youn¬ 
ger brother. 

The court heard also that 
the girl earned $1,000 in 
sparetime work when she 
was 13 and in the months 
prior to her death earned 
$750. All her earnings were 
given to her mother.

Cheaper chunnel crossing 
favored by U.K., France 


LONDON (AP) - Britain 
and France are planning to 
build a single-track railway 
tunnel underneath the Eng¬ 
lish Channel at a cost of near¬ 
ly $l billion, or one-quarter 
the cost of a double-track 
project scrapped in 1974. the 
London Times reported this 
week. 

Commenting on the report. 
British Rail said it was re¬ 
viewing proposals to deal 


with future growth of cross¬ 
channel traffic, including the 
option of a channel tunnel 
However, the state-owned 
railway said it was not plan¬ 
ning to submit a channel pro¬ 
posal to the government this 
year. 

The newspaper said that 
under the proposals now 
being drawn up. the tunnel, 
w hich could be ready by 1985. 
would be capable of handling 


up to 120 trains a day. alter 
nating travel time in each 
direction, in hour-long 
stretches. 

The new proposals would 
be less costly than those 
abandoned in 1974 because 
there would be only one track 
rather than two underneath 
the channel, and because 
plans for passenger car traf¬ 
fic through the tunnel had 
been dropped.

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Five killed as plane 
smashes into marina 


WASHINGTON (CP1I — 
Government lawyers will try 
to get a federal judge to drop 
an order issued against 
Transportation Secretary- 
Brock Adams in the leak of a 
confidential survey of Fire¬ 
stone tire owners 
Adams and Joan Clay 
brook, head of the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Ad 
ministration, are under order 
to appear in court this week 
to show why they should not 


be cited for contempt in the 
case. 

At iysue is a consumer sur¬ 
vey conducted by NHTSA 
which showed the owners of 
Firestone 500 steel radial 
tires were having more prob 
lems than the owners of other 
radials. The survey was ob¬ 
tained by the Centre for Auto 
Safety, a consumer group, 
and released last Friday. 

Firestone had earlier ob¬ 
tained a temporary restrain¬ 


ing order telling DOT it could 
not release the survey. After 
the consumer group pub¬ 
lished the study, the judge 
issued an order telling 
Adams and Ms. Claybrook 
they might be in contempt of 
court. 

"Adams knows absolutely 
nuthing about this matter." 
DOT spokesman David 
Jewell said. “He didn't know 
that such a study existed. It 


was commissioned and car¬ 
ried nut without his knowl¬ 
edge or authority” 

The survey involved cards 
sent to 87,153 owners of cars 
which were purchased with 
radial tires. Nearly half of 
the cards were sent to Fire¬ 
stone owners. There were 5,- 
414 responses. 

The study found that Fire 
stone owners had the highest 
number of complaints—46.4 


per cent—when the com 
plaints were calculated as a 
percentage of survey cards 
returned. 

The second-highest total 
was Goodrich, 33 per cent, 
followed by Goodyear, 32.3 
per cent; Uniroyal, 32.2 per 
cent; General. 25.6 per cent, 
and Michelin 17 per cent. 

The survey recommended 
that an investigation be 
opened into the matter. 


NASSAU, Bahamas (UPI) 
— A twin-engine Aero Com¬ 
mander airplane stalled after 
takeoff and plunged into a 
moored boat in the shallow 
waters of a Nassau marina 
this week, killing the five Bal¬ 
timore men aboard the plane.

The plane crashed into a 
24-foot cruiser at the Bay- 
shore Marina at 9:3d a.m., 
destroying the boat and dam 


aging two others nearby. 
There were no other injuries. 

Witnesses said it appeared 
the plane buzzed the hotel 
and then went into a turn. It 
sideslipped wing-first into the 
three-foot-deep water. 

The tail section was torn 
loose and came to rest on the 
dock on which Rockman and 
other witnesses were stand¬ 
ing, but missed all of them.

Stephens went light 
in first house speech 


Oak Bay s new Conserva¬ 
tive MLA Vic Stephens 
stepped carefully through his 
maiden speech in the Legisla 
lure Tuesday with emphasis 
on humor rather than criti¬ 
cism. 

Speaking in the throne 
speech debate. Stephens said 
he had originally intended to 
, lambaste both government 
and opposition. 

“But I ran into Gordon Gib¬ 
son Sr. yesterday and he put 
his arm around me and sug¬ 
gested that, as some mem¬ 
bers feel the Legislature is a 
bit of a private club. I should 
go easy for a while," Ste¬ 
phens said. "So I threw out 
my critical speech and am 
delivering my second." 


Stephens had words of 
praise for his predecessor. 
Dr. Scott Wallace, "without 
whom I would not be here.” 
He said Wallace's efforts 
during the recent byelection 
campaign had been tremen¬ 
dous. 

The new member promised 
to keep up a fight started 
years ago by Wallace and to 
continue to press for even 
better care for the elderly 
and handicapped. 

He said the recently-intro¬ 
duced intermediate-care pro¬ 
gram was a step in the right 
direction, but there was still a 
tremendous shortage of beds. 
"There isn’t much paint in 
reducing intermediate-care 
rates if there aren't any beds 


to put the patients in," he 
said. 

Stephens took a mildly 
critical swing at the B.C. 
Federation of Labor and its 
demonstration of unem¬ 
ployed at the Legislature a 
Week ago. “To storm the 
house and demand jobs from 
a government which obvious¬ 
ly can't provide those jobs, is 
not the way to approach the 
problem," Stephens said. 

He warned both govern¬ 
ment and oposition that his 
relaxed attitude toward the 
business of the house.should 
not be mistaken as a casual 
approach. He said he would 
have more to say in a critical 
vein as the session moved 
into more meaningful debate.

The water exercise class 
involves exercises in the pool, 
w hile the swim and trim class 
consists of exercises out of 
the pool, followed by some 
free swimming time 
Douglas said the water ex¬ 
ercise class was “absolutely 
full" and members of the 
handicapped party were 
given a tour of the facility to 
observe its inadequacy for 
serving the handicapped 
They agreed, following the 
tour, that as the facility was 
not designed to accommodate 
wheelchairs, it would be very- 
difficult for them to use it 
Douglas said he offered the 
use of the pool to the handi¬ 
capped for a period on Thurs¬ 
day afternoon from 1 to 3 
p.m. if they brought helpers 


along to give them one-to-one 
support. 

The centre had "bent over 
backward” to assist the 
handicapped. Douglas said, 
and a number o’f paraplegics 
used the pool. 

“We would love to accom 
modate the handicapped, but 
our change rooms, showers 
and other facilities are not 
suitable," Douglas said. 

The mother of one of the 
women who applied for the 
course at the centre said the 
centre's staff was polite, but 
somewhjt brusque. They 
seemed uncomfortable about 
the situation, and said the 
centre was not suitable for 
the handicapped, Eleanor 
Pistill reported.

F Nowell Jones, whose 


three-year study analysed 
more than 225.000 births, said 
in a recent issue of Medical 
World that the number of 
birth defects increased 
directly with proximity to 
Los Angeles County airport 


Birth defects in an area 
away from the airport oc¬ 
curred in .8 per cent of the 
babies, compared with 1.2 
per cent of those whose moth 
ers lived in or near the air¬ 
port's landing pattern 


Jones said airport noise da 
maged the fetal brain, spinal 
cord, and abdomen and 
might cause harelips and 
cleft palates. 

Noise might also cause 


stress hi the fetus and disturb 
sleep patterns, the study- 
said. and sudden noise might 
stimulate adrenalin release, 
causing blood vessels to con¬ 
tract and so depriving the 
fetus of oxygen. 


OTTAWA (CP) — Power 
over the production of gold 
coins would be taken away 
from Parliament and given to 
the federal cabinet under leg¬ 
islation introduced by the 
government this week 
The bill, introduced by Sup 
ply and Services Minister 
Jean-Pierre Coyer, would 
also remove a current re¬ 
quirement that the value of 
the gold In the coins produced 
be equal to the denomination 
of the coin. 


Yvon Gariepy. master of 
the mint, said in an interview 
that the bill basically meant 
"we do not have to go to 
Parliament every year if we 
want to strike a gold coin." 

He said the provisions were 
aimed at accommodating the 
annual gold coin program ini¬ 
tialed by the government last 
summer, when about 180.000 
gold coins were issued with a 
sales deadline of Dec. 31. 

Each coin, containing half 


an ounce of gold and with a 
face value of $100. was sold 
for $140. Gariepy said profits 
from the program were more 
than $5 million and about 75,- 
1100 coins were sold abroad 

The mint had plans for a 
second gold coin program 
this summer he said, and any 
cabinet decision on the num 
ber of coins and their value 
would be based on a recom¬ 
mendation from the mint's 
marketing experts.

Research hits snags as funds for staff evaporate

One of the most widely-used North Ameri¬ 
can made home pesticides, methoxychlor. 
has been found to contain significant 
amounts of chlorotrianisene. a powerful fe 
male hormone 

The discovery, spearheaded by Drs. Reg 
Mitchell and Paul West, lecturer-re¬ 
searchers In the University of Victoria chem¬ 
istry department, indicates that methox 
ychlor could have "striking similarities" to 
the now-banned DDT family in its long-term 
effect on the environment 

DDT was banned In North America in the 
late 1960s partly because of its estrogenic 
effects on the food chain. 

\ 

The alarm was raised when it was found 
that DDT caused birds to lay eggs with thin 


shells and was causing abortions in sea 
mammals through interference with their 
reproductive cycles. DDT and its derivatives 
were also found in high concentrations in 
mothers' milk. 

"Methoxychlor was supposed to have 
much less effect on the environment. How 
ever it contains an even more potent estrogen 
than DDT as an impurity,” the two said in 
an interview Tuesday 

They added, however, that chlorotriani¬ 
sene (known also as CTA or TACE). the 
methoxychlor byproduct to which they were 
referring, is not as persistent as the break¬ 
down products that caused DDT to be 
banned 

But it is far more persistent than a chemi¬ 
cal cousin, diethylstilbestrol (DES), another 
hormone whose wide use in cattle was re¬ 
cently banned because of adverse side-ef¬ 
fects Methoxychlor is still widely used, in 
pest control for cattle 


DES is retained in the system for about two 
days, while chlorotrianisene remains in 
the body fat for between 18 and 50 days. 

* CTA is presept in North American-made 
methoxychlor at a concentration of about 
100 parts per million. 

In other words, a person would have to 
ingest about half a pound of concentrated 
methoxychlor to receive a clinical dose of the 
hormone, which is used in treatment of 
cancer of the prostate and inhibiting lacta¬ 
tion in women 

Mitchell and West said they weren't con¬ 
cerned that someone might ingest half a 
pound of methoxychlor and find their hor 
mones in imbalance. 

However, the two expressed concern for 
the long-term effect on the environment that 
methoxvchor poses, and they suggested 


that environmental protection agencies and 
biologists should begin research into that 
aspect of the pesticide. 

"We're not saying it should be banned, but 
that we ought to have our eyes open when 
we use it. 

"It's interesting to note that methoxychlor 
has been patented since 1949, but no one 
has noticed these side-effects until now." the 
two scientists said. 

"Perhaps It’s because our chemical instru¬ 
mentation has dramatically improved in the 
past few years." 

Most of the methoxychlor sold in North 
America is manufactured by Du Pont, and 
sold to various other chemical companies 
w hich dilute it to concentrations of as little as 
four per cent methoxychlor. depending on the 
purpose to which it is to be put

Dollar slide ‘rational’ 
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OTTAWA (CP) — Finance 
Minister Jean Chretien said 
Tuesday the government is 
continuing its poljcy of allow 
ing the Canadian dollar to 
float internationally while in¬ 
tervening to ensure that the 
process is “rational.” 

Chretien, replying to ques¬ 
tions in the Commons about 
Monday's increase in the 
Bank of Canada's rate to 8 5 
per cent from eight per cent, 
also charged that Opposition 
party comments were lead 
ing to speculation against the 
dollar in world money mar¬ 
kets. 

Opposition critics had said 
the government's handling of 
the currency situation— 
which has seen the dollar fall 


to a 15-year low this week— 
was Inept 

The dollar continued to 
come under heavy pressure 
on New York money markets 
Tuesday and hit yet another 
45-year-low, despite the Bank 
of Canada increasing Its rate. 

At the close of what dealers 
described as an "extremely 
hectic" trading session in the 
interbank wholesale market, 
the dollar closed at 87.70 U'.S. 
cents, down nearly a-quar 
ter-of-a-cent from Monday's 
rn-ice of 87.97 U.S. cents. 
Nl»’AS the second day in a 
row the dollar closed below 88 
U.S. cents, Its lowest level 
since May, 1933, when it trad¬ 
ed at 86.77 U.S. cents. 

"Obviously we're In defi¬

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Computer does everything but the milking 


BRAMPTON, Ont. 
(CP) — The computer 
doesn't milk the cows on 
Andy Livingston's farm 
but it does a lot of the 
other work. 

Last year, Livingston's 
Broadway Farms was 
hooked up to Canfarm, a 
computer-based opera¬ 


tion run by the federal 
and provincial depart¬ 
ments of agriculture. 

Using a large, main¬ 
frame computer. Can- 
farm helps farmers 
across the country man¬ 
age their books, mix their 
feed, plant crops, buy 
machinery and obtain in¬ 


formation on how their 
fellow farmers are doing 
elsewhere. 

The heart of the Can- 
farm operation is in 
Guelph. Ont., where a 
Cyber 182, a large-scale 
computer, is linked with a 
network of portable and 
stationary terminals 


which feed it information 
and provide a service to 
thousands of farmers 
each year. 

Using data on the vari¬ 
ous types of feed he grows 
on the farm, together 
with a detailed analysis 
of his herd, the computer 
gives Livingston a pre¬ 


cise feed formula at regu¬ 
lar intervals that outlines 
the most nutritious and 
economical mix for the 
cattle. 

The new formula has 
increased the herd's out¬ 
put by 3,000 pounds of 
milk a day, Livingston 

said. 






Offshore accord? 


OTTAWA (CP) — Federal officials say 
they are near an agreement with Newfound¬ 
land on a new system of issuing oil explora¬ 
tion permits that should remove a major 
block in the hunt for petroleum off the east 
coast. 

Government sources say they are nego¬ 
tiating a deal on permit blocking—both sides 
giving out sections of property for explora¬ 
tion to the same companies. 


Both Ottawa and Newfoundland claim 
jurisdiction to the offshore areas and any 
company exploring needs permits from the 
two governments. 

But the firms are worried that in some 
cases the permits issued by one govern¬ 
ment may differ slightly from those issued 
by the other. Problems could arise, they 
fear, when the jurisdictional issue is settled 
in the courts.

Quebec thriving Levesque 


MONTREAL (CP) - Pre¬ 
mier Rene Levesque praised 
his government's perfor¬ 
mance In economic matters 
before a predominantly Eng¬ 
lish-speaking audience this 
week, saying he had nothing 
. to- apologize for in the Parti 
Quebecois government's 16 
months in power. 

Citing in particular the 
PQ's new automobile insur¬ 
ance plan, as well as Its pro¬ 
posal to take over part of the 
Quebec asbestos industry, 
Levesque told about 700 busi¬ 
nessmen at a Canadian Club 
luncheon that "we’re not far- 
out radicals out to destroy 
initiatives. '.h 


"But. . .we are social dem¬ 
ocrats, to use the expression 
which is coined about us, 
which means very simply 
doing our best to be and to 
remain socially progres¬ 
sive.” 

Speaking in English 
said his party was “ver/con 
sclous of the Imperfections, 
of the mistakes we made 
along the way. . .but I re¬ 
member yesterday afternoon 
when 1 finished a very broad 
assessment of those 1$ 
months trying to organize a 
few notes for this occasion, 
that 1 felt, all told, pretty- 
proud. ”

"Something must be com¬ 
ing up.” 

At one point, vigorous ap¬ 
plause interrupted Levesque 
when he said, “Quebec, 
should I remind you, is still a 
part of Canada.” 

He grinned and said after 
the applause, “Just by the 
way, you know, your ap¬ 
plause is heart-warming be¬ 
cause I can share It. 

“You know, despite what 
you read and hear too often, 
we are not anti-Canada. We 
didn't spend 10 years literally 
straining our hearts out to 
build a party. . .just through 
hostility. We’re not out for 
any kind of revenge for the 
Plains of Abraham. . . 

“We think very deeply that 
what we are proposing for 
Quebec will be good for Que¬ 
bec. . but will be one hell of a 
healthier perspective for the 
rest of Canada, too.” 


Of special concern to the 
PQ was a new agriculture 
policy because, in the present 
world situation, agriculture 
and food production should 
grow “if we are any kind of a 
civilized society,” Levesque 
said. 

His party was working on a 
new land-use policy to pre¬ 
vent random development 
from “eating up our best 
agricultural land.” 

He said he hoped the new 
provincial budget, expected 
by mid-April, “would have 
some rather stimulating ef¬ 
fects.” 

One of tile most admirable 
features of the PQ, as a party 
in power, was its determina¬ 
tion to raise party funds 
“strictly from citizen sup¬ 
port. so the public adminis¬ 
tration can remain at arm’s 
length from special interest 
or pressure groups,” Leves¬ 
que said. 


in embassy visit 


MEXICO CITY (AP) - A 
Japanese woman photogra¬ 
pher said this week that four 
men seized her last week in 
the Israeli embassy, blind¬ 
folded her and took her away 
for two days of questioning 
before she was released with¬ 
out any explanation. 

“They asked me where I 
had pul the bomb, and I told 
them that 1 had no bomb. 
Then they asked me more 
questions,” said 60-year-old 
Makiko Yamamoto, a photog¬ 
rapher for World Photo Press 
of Tokyo. ‘-‘They never told 
me why.” 

Mrs. Yamamoto said she 
was detained Friday at the 
Israeli embassy and freed 
two days later in a residential 
section of the city. 

She has filed reports with 
the Japanese embassy and 
the Association of Foreign 
Correspondents in Mexico.

Israeli press attache Mario 
Nudelstejer said Mrs. Yama¬ 
moto visited the embassy on 
personal business and “an 
anomaly was noted in her 
passport.”

PORT ALICE — Townspeo¬ 
ple and villagers as far away 
as Ouapano are complaining 
about increased air pollution 
from the Rayonier pulpmill. 

Sis months after installa¬ 
tion of a new spent sulphite 
liquor recovery boiler, the 


mill is still bugged by emis¬ 
sion problems. Furthermore, 
frequent highly acidic spills 
from the recovery boiler’s 
evaporator plaM have eroded 
one of the pulpmill sewers 
and threatened the water 
quality of Neroutsos Inlet. 


Under ideal conditions the 
recovery boiler burns about 
95 per cenl of the mill’s spent 
sinphite liquor — a byproduct 
of the digesting process. 
Prior to combustion, the li¬ 
quor is concentrated by a 
massive evaporation plant

After combustion, a series of 
water showers scrub the flu 
gas free of its sulphur dioxide 
and ash impurities, and dis¬ 
charge the relatively harm 
less gases, water vapor and 
carhop dioxide into the atmo 
sphere. 

The problem, according to 
a company spokesman. Is 
that during the evaporation 
stage the spent sulphite li¬ 
quor frequently changes its 
chemical properties and the 
liquor begins to solidify. 
Rather than risking a clogged 
pipe the liquor is dumped into 
the inlet. 

Malfunctions in equipment 
have caused large amounts of 
sulphur dioxide and ammon¬ 
ium compounds to be dis¬ 
charged into the scrubbers. 
Although the scrubbers pre¬ 
cipitate most of these com¬ 
pounds. a considerable 
amount has escaped Into the 
atmosphere. 

Resident mill manager 
Lome Smith claims the quali¬ 
ty of the flu gas has improved 
significantly during the past 
month and that the objection¬ 
able emissions are minimal 
and only periodic. Tests are 
being conducted to ascertain 
what improvement must be 
made. As for water pollution. 
Smith says the spills have 
inflicted little damage to ma¬ 
rine life in the inlet.

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Leasing 
sparks 
* probe call

NANAIMO — Decision by city council to go ahead 
with leasing of 15,000 square feet of office space has 
prompted an alderman to announce he would ask for an 
investigation of the matter under Section 182 of the 
Municipal Act. 

Lengthy debate Monday night over plans for the 
extra office space for city hall staff resulted in the 
council re affirming a decision made last July. 

The controversy over plans to lease the space in the 
Franklyn 6 Building was raised by council properties 
chairman Nelson Allen, who made the motion last 
summer that the lease be approved in principle. 

BllT, ALLEN SAID Monday that the lease was a 
bad deal and that he had received poor advice from city 
hall staff. 

Allen said the rental rate of $7.50 a square foot was 
too expensive and he had been informed space was 
available elsewhere at $4.50 a square foot. 

He asked council not to go ahead with the lease at 
the $7.50 rate. 

Dave Patriquin, a director of Genera Commerce 
Corp.. which owns the building, told the council that 
some $100,000 in improvements had been made to the 
building for the city, and if the city did not go 
ahead with the lease it would be receiving a bill for the 
improvements. 

The city could also face a lawsuit over the matter. 
Patriquin said 

THE BUILDING AT the corner of Franklyn and 
Wallace streets, across from city hall, had been ready 
for occupancy for two months, Patriquin said. 

Allen's motion that the lease not be signed at the 
$7.50 rate was defeated, with only Allen voting in favor. 

A subsequent motion, that the lease be completed, 
passed. 

Allen gave notice at the end of the meeting that he 
would ask for council to approve the Investigation, 
under Section 182 of the Municipal Act, calling wit¬ 
nesses to be examined. 

Allen won council support for another motion, that 
consultants be hired to make a study of long and short 
term needs for city hall accommodation. 

But, another Alien motion, to enter a joint study 
with the Nanaimo Credit Union for possible office 
space, was defeated. 

THE COUNCIL DID agree to meet informally with 
credit union officials, to discuss the possibility that a 
joint project on credit union land near city hall cound 
provide the office space needed in the future. 

Mayor Frank Ney vacated the chair to argue 
against all of Allen's motions, saying that the city did 
«, not know what it could spend on city hall space until it 

received word on possible additional grants from the 
provincial government for the cost of amalgamation of 
Ihe city. 

Ney said that the budget the city was operating 
under this year was too tight to allow any expansion 
plans at the present tirrie. 

He said the city was better off w rapping up the 
lease it already had approved and waiting for word on 
the extra grants. 

NEY SAID THAT Allen's statements that he had 
received incompetent advice from city hall staff on the 
lease were “viseious innuendo." 

When you’re right you take the credit, when 
you're wrong you blame the staff," Ney said. 

Allen said that even with a possible lawsuit, the 
Franklyn 6 building would be more expensive than 
alternate accommodation. He said an opinion from the 
city solicitor said the council was not legally obligated 
to sign the lease 

But, said Aid Ray Brookbank, the city was morally 
if not legally obligated. 

Council passed two motions on July 1977. one 
approving the lease in principle, and another approving 
it at the $7.50 rate, subject to final negotiation by city 
staff. 

PATRIQUIN, WHO HAD written asking permis 
sion to appear before council, said he wanted to give his 
side of the story when Allen gave his recommendations 
on the lease. 

Patriquin said that Allen had told him that if he ap¬ 
peared before council he would turn the meeting into a 

circus. 

Allen, in a lengthy presentation, using flip-charts, 
questioned Genera's indebtedness and its ability to 
air-condition the building. 

Patriquin said that some.of Allen’s information, 
about directors of Genera and leins on the building, was 
incorrect, 

In a related matter. Allen asked for approval of a 
proposed policy for the city on property acquisition and 
leases. After the motion was defeated, Allen won 
approval of the proposed policy in principle

PORT HARDY — The ac¬ 
counting procedures of North 
Island School District are so 
seriously deficient that a rell 
able audit by normal 
methods is not possible.. 

The bad news was relayed 
to school trustees by Stande 
ven and Company, school 
board auditors. 

The company, in a report 
dated March 6. said little had 
been done to change prob¬ 
lems outlined in a previous 
report last September. 

There were eight major de¬ 
ficiencies in accounting noted 
by the auditors and included 
the bank account not recon¬ 
ciled to the general ledger, 
accounts payable system 
poorly organized, serious 
lack of supervision of the ac¬ 
counting department person¬ 
nel indicatedTly more than 
100 journal entry errors and 
close to $1 million of tem¬ 
porary borrowing without 
ministry approval. 

The auditors said they were 
unable to rely on the school 
district’s accounting records 
because of the deficiencies 
and were unable to satisfy 
themselves as to the reliabili¬ 
ty of the accounting records 
by alternate means. 

School board chairman 
John Sanders said steps had 
now been taken to correct 
many of the matters noted in 
the auditors’ report. 

The board met privately 
with the auditors and will 
continue to do so twice a 
year. The meeting was held 
and will continue to be held 
without administrative staff 
in attendance 

The auditors will return in 
June and preseni an audit of 
the systems now being re-or¬ 
ganized

DUNCAN —"While more optimism 
about the economy is noticeable, very 
little change has oecured in the number 
of jobs available in the Cowichan Val¬ 
ley," Canada Manpowet manager 
James F. McCulloch said in his monthly 
report on the employment situation in 
the valley. The Canada Manpower 
centre file currently contains an above 
average supply of most trade skills. 

AGRICULTURE—Local nurseries 
and produce growers started their sea 
sonal hirings a bit earlier and in larger 
numbers, due mainly to the various 
subsidization programs for young peo¬ 
ple. Twenty such placements under JET 
(Job Experience Training) were re 
corded during the month. 

CONSTRUCTION—Local govern 
inent reports indicate that the number 
of new residential housing permits Is¬ 
sued is about the same or very slightly

One major employer still has 40 regular 
employees on layoff and does not expect 
to call them all back until late April 
"All others are apparently back to nor 
mal and report minimal staff turnover, 
e g. one of our largest, employing sever¬ 
al hundred, has had to replace only two 
people since re-opening in January." 

FOREST SERVICES—B.C. Forest 
Service crews are up to normal strength 
and not doing any hiring at present. 
“Tree planting by government and in¬ 
dustry is about SO per cent completed 
for the season, and will be wound 
up by the end of May, unless current 
plans are changed." 

McCulloch reported no changes in 
employment sawmills, pulp and paper, 
shake and shingle and cement. 


FINANCE, INSURANCE AND 
REAL ESTATE—The recently-an¬ 
nounced increase in the industry has nol 
yet had any local effect on activity, 
which remains quite strong, both in 
personal loans and industrial loan 
fields. Mortgage money may have tight¬ 
ened up but there appears to be an 
adequate supply still available. Banks 
and credit unions continue to report 
satisfactory growth levels. 

Real estate sales were reported as 
"better than average during March, 
with one firm reporting it was their 
best month In the past 12. There seems 
tq be some expectation that at least one 
major local subdivision will have re¬ 
solved Its problem and be back in busi¬ 
ness within a short time. If so, certain¬ 
ly some business will be quickly 
generated in real estate, construction, 
building supplies, and the local econ¬ 
omy could use a good shot in the arm." 

- RETAIL TRADE—Business re¬ 
mains quite slow, though this is normal 
for the time of year. The only visible 
sign to Increased activity is with those

Nicklaus favored but... 


Some changes in air 
in venerated Masters 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (Reuter) 
— Jack Nicklaus. ax usual, is 
rated the man to beat but 
otherwise change is in the 
blossom-scented air of the 
venerated Masters golf tour¬ 
nament. 

Nicklaus is in his accus¬ 
tomed role of favorite even 
though he has played in only 
five tournaments this year 
But he won two of those and 
came second in two more, 
prompting a fellow profes¬ 
sional to remark that he had 
become a “legend in his 
spare time.” 

But the 3k-year-old "Gol¬ 
den Bear " faces stiff compe¬ 
tition as he bids to win his 
sixth green jacket, the trea¬ 
sured symbol of the cham¬ 
pion over the hallowed Au¬ 
gustus National Course. The 
event begins Thursday. 

Top of the pack is Tom 
Watson, the freckle-faced 
prelender who edged out 
Nicklaus in two face-to-face 
confrontations last year jn 
the Masters and the British 
Open. Indeed. Watson was 
considered favorite until a 
month ago on the strength of 
his early season victories in 
the Tueson Open and the Bing 
Crosby tournament at Pebble 
Beach, Calif. 

But Watson missed the cut 
in two of the last three events 
he played while Nicklaus 
went on to win one of them, 
ihe Tournament Players 
Championship. 

Hubert Green, the current 
U S. Open champion, is also 
highly regarded after win¬ 
ning two events this year to 
take over the second spot in 
Ihe money winners list be¬ 
hind Nicklaus and ahead of 
Watson. 

Hale Irwin, who won the 
1974 U S. Open, is also in with 
a real chance. He has played 
consistently well this year 
and is in fourth spot in the 
1978 earnings list. 

Ben Crenshaw has also 
been in fine form, as has Tom 
Weiskopf, who has never won 
Ihe Masters but has been 
runner-up four times. 

The players aside, this 


year's Masters sees the start 
of a new era. For the first 
lime, neither of the man who 
founded the event will be 
present, except in spirit. 

For last Sept. 29 Cliff Ro¬ 
berts, the organizational 
driving force behind the 
event, ended his life with a 
self-inflicted gunshot blast. 
He joined in death the other 
co-founder, immortal golfing 
great Bobby Jones, who died 
after a long illness in 1971. 

Another link with Ihe past 
was severed with the death at- 
93. jusl one day before that of 
Roberts, of Jock Hutchison, 
ihe 1921 British Open cham 
pion who served as honorary 
siarter in traditionally gel¬ 
ling the Masters under way. 

Only the previous year the 
other co-starter. Freddie 
Mcleod, also died. To the 
Masters they were irreplace¬ 
able and in future the post of 
honorary starter will be left 
empty. 

Even the course itself, laid 
out by Scottish architect Dr. 
Alister MacKenzie in the 
early 1930s, has undergone 
change, albeit of a minor 
son. 

The club has purchased 5% 
acres of land adjoining the 
course and has redesigned 
(he second tee to make the 
hole, as the club says, "a 
more realistic par-5.” 


This year's tournament 
marks not just the end of an 
old era. but also the start of a 
new one in the shape of the 
rise of Spain as a golfing 
power. Of the 11 foreign play¬ 
ers invited, three are from 
Spain, which has won the 
World Cup two years in a 
row. 

There is the immensely ta¬ 
lented Severiano Ballesteros, 
who is not yet 21, but who is 
already a veteran on the in¬ 
ternational scene. He has 
played on both of Spain's 
World Cup winning teams, 
and was runner-up in the 1976 
British Open, and last year at 
19 became the youngest pro¬ 
fessional to appear in the 
Masters. 

This year he celebrates his 
21 st birthday on the final day 
of Ihe Masters and is most 
peoples choice as the outsider 
most likely to succeed 

He finished his preparation 
in ihe best way possible, win¬ 
ning ihe Greater Greensboro 
Open, Ihe final event before 
the Masters, in only his third 
appearance in the United 
States. , 

The other two Spaniards 
are Antonio Garrido and 
Manuel Pinero, who part¬ 
nered Ballesteros in (he 
World Cup teams.

Stephens went light 
in first house speech 


Oak Bay's new Conserva 
live MLA Vic Stephens 
stepped carefully through his 
maiden speech in the Legisla¬ 
ture Tuesday with emphasis 
on humor rather than criti¬ 
cism. 

Speaking in the throne 
speech debate. Stephens said 
he had originally intended to 
lambaste both government 
and opposition. 

“But 1 ran Into Gordon Gib¬ 
son Sr. yesterday and he put 
his .arm around me and sug¬ 
gested that, as some mem¬ 
bers feel the Legislature is a 
bit of a private club. 1 should 
go easy for a while,” Ste¬ 
phens said. “So I threw out 
my critical speech and am 
delivering my second." 


Stephens had words of 
praise for his predecessor.

He said Wallace’s efforts 
during the recent byelection 
campaign had been tremen 
dous. 

The new member promised 
to keep up a fight started 
years ago by Wallace and to 
continue to press for even 
better care for the elderly 
and handicapped. 

He said the recently-intro¬ 
duced intermediate-care pro¬ 
gram was a step in the right 
direction, but there was still a 
tremendous shortage of beds. 
“There isn't much point in 
reducing intermediate-care 
rates if there aren't any beds 


to put the patients in." he 
said. 

Stephens took a mildly 
critical swing at the B.C. 
Federation of Labor and its 
demonstration of unem 
ployed at the Legislature a 
week ago. “To storm the 
house and demand jobs from 
a government which obvious¬ 
ly can’t provide those jobs, is 
not the way to approach the 
problem," Stephens said. 

He warned both govern¬ 
ment and oposition that his 
relaxed attitude toward the 
business of the house should 
not be mistaken as a casual 
approach. He said he would 
have more to say in a critical 
vein as the session moved 
into more meaningful debate

The Colonist reporter 
asked about registration in a 
“swim and trim” class, not 
the same as the "water exer¬ 
cise" class, which the women 
had been told was full, recre¬ 
ation centre manager George 
Douglas said. 


The water exercise class 
involves exercises in the pool, 
while the swim and trim class 
consists of exercises out of 
the pool, followed by some 
free swimming time 

Douglas said the water ex¬ 
ercise class was “absolutely 
full" and members of the 
handicapped party were 
given a tour of the facility to 
observe its inadequacy for 
serving the handicapped 
They agreed, following the 
tour, that as the facility was 
not designed to accommodate 
wheelchairs, it would be very 
difficult for them to use it. 

Douglas said he offered the 
use of the pool to the handi¬ 
capped for a period on Thurs¬ 
day afternoon from 1 to 3 
p.m. if they brought helpers 


along to give them one-to-one 
support. 

The centre had "bent over 
backward" to assist the 
handicapped. Douglas said, 
and a number of paraplegics 
used the pool. 

“We would love to accom¬ 
modate the handicapped, but 
our change rooms, showers 
and other facilities are not 
suitable," Douglas said 

The mother of one of the 
women who applied for the 
course at the centre said the 
centre’s staff was polite, but 
somewhat brusque. They 
seemed uncomfortable about 
the situation, and said the 
centre was not suitable for 
the handicapped. Eleanor 
Pistill reported.

One of the most widely-used North Ameri¬ 
can-made home pesticides, methoxychlor. 
has been found to contain significant 
amounts of chlorotrianisene. a powerful fe¬ 
male hormone. 

The discovery, spearheaded by Drs. Keg 
Mitchell and Paul West, lecturer-re¬ 
searchers in the University of Victoria chem¬ 
istry department, indicates that methox¬ 
ychlor could have ‘striking similarities’* to 
the now-banned DDT family in its long term 
effect on the environment 

DDT was banned in North America in the 
late I96l)s partly because of its estrogenic 
effects on the food chain. 

The alarm was raised when it was found 
that DDT caused birds to lay eggs with thin 


shells and was causing abortions in sea 
mammals through interference with thoir 
reproductive cycles. DDT and its-derivalives 
were also found in high concentrations in 
mothers' milk. 

•‘Methoxychlor was supposed to have 
much less effect on the environment. How 
ever it contains an even more potent estrogen 
than DDT as an impurity,” the two said in 
an interview Tuesday 

They added, however, that chlorotriani¬ 
sene (known also as CTA or TACK), the 
methoxychlor byproduct to which they were 
referring, is pot as persistent as the break 
down products that caused DDT to be 
banned. 

But it is far more persistent than a chemi¬ 
cal cousin, dielhylslilbestrol (DES), another 
hormone whose wide use in cattle was re¬ 
cently banned because of adverse side-ef¬ 
fects. Methoxychlor is still widely used in 
pest control for cattle. 


DES is retained in the.system for about two 
days, while chlorotrianisene remains in 
the body fat for between 18 and 50 days. 

CTA is present in North American-made 
methoxychlor at a concentration of about 
100 parts per million. 

In other words, a person would have to 
ingest about half a pound of concentrated 
methoxychlor to leceive a clinical dose of the 
hormone, which is used in treatment of 
cancer of the prostate and inhibiting lacta¬ 
tion in women. 

Mitchell and West said they weren't con¬ 
cerned that someone might ingest half a 
pound of methoxychlor and find their hor¬ 
mones in imbalance. 

However, the two expressed concern for 
the long term effect on the environment that 
methoxychor poses, and they suggested 


that environmental protection agencies and 
biologists shouid begin research into that 
u aspect of the pesticide. 

• We're not saving it should be banned, but 
that we ought to have our eyes open when 
we use it. 

4 it's interesting to note that methoxychlor 
has been patented since 1949. but no one 
has noticed these side-effects until now.” the 
twg scientists said. 

“Perhaps it’s because our chemical instru 
mentation has dramatically improved in the 
past few years.” 

Most of the methoxychlor sold in North 
America is manufactured by Du Pont, and 
sold to various other chemical companies 
which dilute it to concentrations of as little as 
four percent methoxychlor. depending on the 
purpose to which it is to be put

ter of energy, transport and communications. 

After taking his oaths of office, he said he would 
hold the portfolio temporarily because he did not 
believe in dual portfolios. 

The move by the premier to fill the gap created by 
the firing of Jack Davis Monday was not without 
precedent. When Phil Gaglardi was removed as 
highways minister in 1968, W A. C. Bennett took over 
temporarily until a cabinet shuffle could be com¬ 
pleted. 

Bennett said he would remain as minister until 
the ministry's estimates had been taken through the 
house, but gave no indication as to when he would 
appoint a successor to Davis. 

Finance Minister Evan Wolfe will take Davis' 
position on the board of directors of B.C. Hydro, and 
Recreation and Conservation Minister Sam Bawlf will 
pick up the deposed minister’s harbor board duties. 

While Bennett declined to place a lime limit on his 
dual portfolio, he will probably hold both administra¬ 
tions until the end of the current session when a 
cabinet shuffle involving at least half a dozen minis¬ 
tries is expected.

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OTTAWA (CP) — Finance 
Minister Jean Chretien said 
Tuesday the government is 
continuing its policy of allow¬ 
ing the Canadian dollar to 
float internationally while in¬ 
tervening to ensure that the 
process is “rational.” 

Chretien, replying to ques¬ 
tions in the Commons about 
Monday’s increase in the 
Bank of Canada’s rate to 8.5 
per cent from eight per cent, 
also charged that Opposition 
parly comments were lead 
ing to speculation against the 
dollar in world money mar¬ 
kets. 

Opposition critics had said 
the government’s handling of 


the currency situation— 
which has seen the dollar fall 
to a 45-year low this week— 
was inept. 

The dollar continued to 
come under heavy pressure, 
on New York money markets 
Tuesday and hit yet another 
45-year-low , despite the Bank 
of Canada increasing its rate. 

At the close of what dealers 
described as an “extremely 
hectic” trading session in the 
interbank wholesale market, 
the dollar closed at 87.70 U S. 
cents, down nearly a-quar- 
ter-of-a-cent from Monday’s 
price of 87.97 U.S. cents. 

It was the second day in a 


row the dollar closed below 88 
U.S. cents, its lowest level 
since May. 1923. when it trad¬ 
ed at 86.77 U.S. cents. 

A 4ew speculators "having 
a bit of sport with the Cana 
dian dollar” were responsible 
for 25 per cent of its drop in 
value this year, said Conser¬ 
vative finance critic Sinclair 
Stevens.

ISLE OF MAN. England (AP) — The government 
of this island, best known abroad for its hob-tailed 
Manx cats, is seeking up to a million Manx descen¬ 
dants—the two-legged kind—for a 1,000th anniversary 
celebration. 

Operation Roots, as the Manx call the project, is 
part of celebrations to mark the 1.000th anniversary 
next year of the founding of the Tyrttvald. .the island's 
24 member parliament. 

The Tynwald is one of the world's oldest legisla¬ 
tures. It was founded by the Vikings and still makes 
local laws for the 610-square-kilometre island of 60.000 
inhabitants off the west coast of Britain, 
v Kugar Cottier, a government organizer for the 
celebrations, said. "We estimate there are one million 
people of Manx descent living in North America. 
Australia. New Zealand, southern Africa and Britain."
